meade for rental, it is better to retain the present quar- 
ters for the period permittea under the arrangement made 
by my predecessor. This lease, which can be surrendered 


at any time, has yet about five years to run. If in the 
heanwhile it is possible to obtain better quarters within 
our allowance, I will immediately recommend the change. 
 $he Jail attached to this Consulate is a dis- 


grace, and in the light of modern practice inhumane. It 


lacks light, ventiletion and a place for exercise.. more- 
over it is so insecure that escapes would be common wes | . 
there any place for a fugitive to go. As it is prisoners 
by the simplest methods of Jail breaking have gotten at 
large when it pleased them to do so, and this without fault 
upon the part of the Keeper--only one being allowed us. 
It is not possible to remedy these conditions in regari 
to the Jail as long as the Consulate remains in its present 
quarters. The building does not admit of extension of the 
Jail facilities, every portion being occupied now. We 
have endeavored to keep the-place in a sanitary condition, 
but owing to the number of prisoners and the unfavorable 
location it is difficult to obtain the desired results.” 

The interior of the building in general is shabby, 
and redecorating shoula be done. As we are required by 
the terms of occupancy to do all interior repair, we are 
effecting such as lie with’ the ability of the labor af our 
command, but I do not feel justified in incurring any large 


amount of expense for the services and material of expert | 


workmen. : ‘ 
The furniture of the Consulate is in the mein old 
- @nd in a ruinous confiition. That of the Court Room is 
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especially so, nearly 411 chairs being broken ani the 
tables and desks beyénd repaif Herewith is submitted 
@ list of furniture which we hope the Department will 
allow us to puréhase here as a good product can be obtained 
at a ameller price than in Americs. 

I beg to represent again most respectfully the 
propriety andi wisdom of our Government owing its own 
Consular querters in Shanghai. The great increase in 
population and in trade importance, isgiving wonderful 
impetus to all land values, and if there is to be consi- 
deration of such a matter it should not be delayed long. 
The necessity Tor maintaining a Court and Jail, and a 
Post Office of adequate dimensions ani facilities still 
further emphasizes the wisdom of securing a site for a 
suitable building before it is too late. It will probably 
not be amiss to stete in this connection that American 
affairs with the Chinese would be aided ieterially if 


permanent and desirable Consular quarters could be established 
and maintained. .

confidential conversation I had with two of your represen- 
tatives here) I have always upheld you end enieavourei, 
as my Gorrespenience on file in the Consulate will chow, 
to convince the Chinese that your position as President of 
the American China Development Company wee due wholly to 
the fect that your experience and business capscity hed 
best qualgfied you for it. 

You are of course aware, though you hesitate 
to admit thet fact in your letter, that the affairs of the 
American Chine Development Compeny have not. been progressing 
eneethly sinee work was stopped lest year. You are aiso 
doubtless perfectiy familiar with the fact that H. E. sheng 
declared that if you cqme to China he would refuse to receive 
you, ena that this opposition was due to the fact that the 
Chinese believed you to be the Americen agent of the Belgien 
King, In the endeavor that a1] American Coverument Officers 
ani your own representetives were making to dispel the 
boa’ of the Chinese te your Company, meh capita wes 
mete of the re- ort that the Belgian interests het been trane- 
ferred to American finenciers ani that the Company was now 
wholly American. When such statements were made, the Chinsee 
frequently 
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frequentiy would inquire if you were still comnected with 
the Company, and when informed that you were, they received 
with 24¢tle credence our statements that Belgian represen- 
eeekEA doen entirely eliminsted. It was thie situation 
whieh made 4% appear an inopportune tine for you to come 
to Ghine, and, if Chinese opposition was te be overcome 
(and I presume it was the desire of your Company that this 
should be accomplished) it seemed savisable that your nane 
be kept in the background for e month or two. These and 
no other reasons were those which inéuced we to make the 
confidentiel statements to which you have objected, 

I regret that you have been so ready to assume 
that my statements regarding you have “been founded upon 
the idle chatter of a ict of people in Shanghai and Canton." 


Il aseure you that I have always had great belief ia your 
ability and capacity, end without integrity I am sure you 
would not have been selected for the many positions of 

great AO ogee which you have held during the pest 


tn Chine, thet pelétieat matters should have, to sowe slight 
degree, interfered with your efforte, and that the only 
Amerioagn concession of importance ever obteined in Chine 
should have encountered such difficulties as te jeopardise 
its 
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ite success. 

Thile not considering it necessary for me to 
defent my action in regard te this matter, I should regret 
very much if the impression shoulé exist that I had teken 
® position of entagoniem to such an important American 
interest as your Company. ‘our Mr. Baldwin, now in Hew York, 
and Mr. Brooks, your attorney in Shanghai, will be able 
to inform you in regard to ny attitude. 

I am leaving for America on the 22nd inst. ani 
will be in Now York toward the close of September.

Posters & placards are circulated by student class, 
which has also attempted to incite coolies to refuse 
to unl American cargo but with no shccess. Threa- 
t L received by Chinese employes of American 
firms. Experienced Americans assert that unless for- 
Gign influences are brought into play in the interest 
of trade, this boycott will not last long. Further . 
reports that on the arrival of Hon. W. W. Rockhill, © 
meeting was arranged with Chinese gentry and mérchants 
and the status of the treaty negotiation explained. 

On May 25, Consul General had a meeting with Chamber 
of Commerce representatives, at which a promise was 
given that they would await the work of the plenipoten- 
jlaries of the both nations. The matter rested until 
students took it up.Excited by King's incident, C er 
of Commerce, be forced into the recognition of the 
matter, on July 11, announced that unless satisfactory 
assurances as to the completion of a liberal treaty were 
received, it would support thecall for a boycott move- 
ment.

I heve the honey to report in reletion to 
the boycott now being oondnatet by the Chinese mpehenta, 
ony end students of Shenghai and ontinenitin ageinst ‘ 
Americen importations of all kinds that while it is 
proceeding quietly and without disturbance it is never- 
theless effective to a considerable degree. The merchants 
are steadily refusing to purchase American goods offered 
by Americen importing firms which have heretofore emjoyed 
@ very large trade and have rensesact the confidence of 
thé Chinesé; no contracts for future delivery will be 
Considered, and while some American goods are being sold 
by the Chinese, this is in eccordance with the under- 
standing reached by the guilds that all merchants should 
heave the opportunity of disposing of their American pro- 
a@ucts in order that they may not suffer loss when the 
period for the enforcement of the boycott under the 
Chinese method comes. In explanation of this it should 
be stated that the Chinese idea of a boycott, which it 
is Senerally understood is always directed by an inferior 
Sgeinst @ superior, is neither to buy nor gell, to re- 
frein absolutely from any commercial intercourse and thus 
to express their loyalty to the cause. This method usually 
carries them to extremes and, while it is not long sus- 
tained, secures in China some species of recognition. In 
the 
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the present instance the leaders of the boycott assert 
thet Such manifestetion of disapproval ageinst the a gi 
American exclusion law will certainly have the effect of 
teaching respect for them both at home and ebroad, and 
will result in changed conditions ag to the exempt classes 
under American lew end also to the laborers. There seems 
to be somewhat of a diversity of opinion among the Chinese 
es to when thie manner of boyoott will go into effect, 
but it ig commonly reported that four months from the be- 
ginning of the preliminary action, which was of the date 
of July 20th, will be the duration of the probationary 
period. In that time the merchants hope to dispose of 
their American goofs and be ready if necessary for the 
entire suspension of commerce with us. Whether this is 
the programme on the part of the merchants et other open 
ports in China cannot be stated, but despite protests 
fvom some of the more radical classes which ere concerned 


.in the movement, it seems to be the accepted rule in 
Shenghai and in the outports. Thus while some merchants 


are @ispleying great reluctance to engage actively in 
the so-called retaliatory measures, end others are seo- 
retly violating the e@greement and conniving for its defeat, 
it is unquestionably true that @ serious effort is being 
meade to enforce the plan to the very letter and in the 
exact spirit. <Aots of aggression and public utterances 
@g@inst Americans are frowned upon by the majority, who 
openly express regret for the apperemt necessity but still 
cleim that they mst show their loyelty and patriotism. 
With the student class and the literati, there 
is an entirely different attitude, their views and acts 


being much less conservative and their intentions much 


more hostile. By books hastily prepared, by pamphlets, 


posters, 
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posters, Plscards cireulated and exhibited broadcast, 
snd by persistent attacks through the press they are 
doing @11 possibdie to render the condition acute, without 
regard to consequences. They have OtCouptes 2 repeatedly 
to incite the @oolie lighterage organization, which 
corresponds with the stevedore unions of other countries 
to refuse to unload American cargo, but up to this tine 
have met with no success in the endeavor, end probably 
because if is known thet e@ goodly percentage of the 
American cargo is carried in foreign vessels. However 
it is not improbable thet some such action will‘ be taken, 
and if it ensues troubles of grave cheracter may arise 
ginee others of the laboring classes would hesten to ex- 
press their sympathy and be easily persuaded to give an 
exhibition of what the labor of China can do in anti-for- 
' @igm movement. The euthorities (Chinese) are keeping this 
menace closely in mind and it is to be believed will do 
their utmost to suppress it. 

ot content with their indicated field of 
operation in such @ cause the student class are industri- 
ously writing enonymous letters threatening death, ostra- 
Ciem end various other evils to Chinese employes of 
American firms, end especially to the Compradores thereof. 
Meetings heye been held in Shanghei and other cities of 
this distrist, where false statements concerning the 
American Chinese exclusion law were made, and where inci- 
Gents like thet relating to the K'ing brothers, who are 
residents of Shanghei, were given in the most garbled 
form. It ig also seen that every Chinese newspaper con- 
teins translations of supporting opinion from America, end 


Special attention is given to all public utterances on 
the question by prominent Americans. 
The policy of the American résidents of Shang- 
a hai 
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he 
hei has been to treat the matter with dignity and good 
nature -= & course which, although dt calls for self 
sacrifice to some extent, seems wise in view of the 
fact that argument and persuasion, contrediction and 
assertion count for nothing with the Chinese in their 
present etate of mind. The effect of this quiet accep- 
tance of the condition es it exists is beginning to be 
seen in that the students are having « hardier time to 


get material, ana the merchants and gentry are beginning 


to doubt the wisdom of their course and are wondering 
whether it will not meen humiliation and oss for then. 
Many Americens of wide experience with Chinese are san- 
guine as to the result, and assert thet wnless foreign 
influen¢es are brought into pley in the interest of trade 
competition there will be no long continuance of this 
effort. In the meanwhile they hope for a speedy comple- 
tion of the draft of the treaty, thus proving to the 
Chinese the truth of the assertions made concerning it, 
end that there will a satisfactory issue. 
However while there may be good reason to 
believe that there soon will be a ceasation of the boy- 
cott agitation in Shanghai though the establishment of 
@ good tnderstanding with the principel merchants and 
because the zest for sugh @ cause will lessen, the greet 
- @amege the movement has done will be felt by al] American 
firms for months and perhaps years after all is settled 
at the treaty ports. The news of the boycott is penetra- 
ting the interior slowly, tut there is evidence that, 
through the agency of the students, it is taking root 
. Sverywhere, end that the small merchent who handles Ameri- 
_ Pn goods and yet never sees their port of entry will 

- @4scontime their use and will buy elsewhere. Information 
as to the lifting of a boycott will travel as slowly, 


and 
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and the restitution of former trade conditions will be 
much more terdy than the suspension,and especially if 
the native press is influenced by trade competitors of 
other nations. Such a condition is not imaginary for 
there is every evidence that it obteins to some degree 
at the present time. | 

it have the honor to report further that npon 
my arrival in Shanghei I found this question being ac- 
tively discussed, the Chinese Chamber of Commerce, repre- 
senting the various guilds, taking the leading part. 
Upon the arrival of the American Minister to China, the 
Honorable W. W. Rockhill, a meeting was arranged with 
the gentry and the merchants, and a full and complete 
explanation of the status of the treaty negotiations was 
given. The egitetion contimed however, and on the 25th 
of Mey , at a mecting between the Chamber of Commerce 
representatives and myself the whole matter was discussed 
agein, the result being that a promise was given that 
there should be no further discussion of the subject and 
that they would await with patience and confidence the 


work of the plenipotentiaries of both nations. There 
the matter rested until the student class took it up and 


began active work by correspondence and the press. Sup- 
plied with comment from American newspapers, excited by 
the King incident, the Chamber of Commerce was apparently 
forced into a recognition of the matter, and on the llth 
of July announced that unless satisfactory assurances as 
to the completion of a liberal treaty were received from 
Peking, it would support ‘the call for a boycott movement 
beginning the 20th of July.

to the Contingent Expense fund, allotting to this 
Consulate Ceners the sum of $3600.00 for contingent 
expense for the fiscal year 1906, and inviting a report 
upon the real needs of this Consulate General in this 
respect, estimated upon a basis of strict economy but 


with due regard to efficient work and the best interests 
of the public service. 


In this connection I beg to state enas(' can- 


not see how we can pay our actual necessary expenses 
upon the allowance made. The contingent expense total 
of this Congulete General for the year ended June 30th 
1905, was $5918.27, and & close scrutiny of the items 
fails to reveel any instance of extravagance or expense 
which could be construed as ummecessery. In ‘thesetel

Shanghai is growing rapidly and the actual business of 
this office is keeping pace with it, while, owing to 
conditions pe@uliar to this country, ea very lerge amount 
of the work done is never expressed in the returns to 

the Department. | Every consulete in Shanghai has been 
obliged to employ additional men, but under such an allow- 
ance as that indicated for the American Consulete,| we 
will in the face of increasing demand for service, either 
have to re@uce our force or digpense with entirely or 


materially re@uce such expenditures as those for telegrams, 


stationary, fuel, lights, postage and other ordinary 
charges. To do any of this is e hara matter, since the 


strietist econony has been practised, as far I can observe, 


in ell ways. The use of the telegraph as before stated 
is necessary et times and while in the interest of economy 
alone, we may try to reduce the yearly expenditure on that 
account, they may at any time arise a necessity which will 
cause a8 to lose ell gained. 

In view of these facts I most respectfully sub- 
mit the seeming impossibility of reducing our contingent 
expense nearly one third, unless our telegraph expense is 
provided for in some other way. Upon this point I respect- 
fully request immediate instructions since owing to the 
boycott agitation ea situation mey arise which will require 
large expenditures on that eccount. I will of course be 
guided by the Department's instructions ani will until 
authorized to do otherwise limit our expense, but it will 
mean by so doing decided detriment to the service, and 
reat inopnventence in any ways. a 

, 4s I interpret. the cireular it will be impossible 
for us to secure mach needed furniture and office fixtures. 
Yet 
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Yet ithe Only typewriting mechine owned by the Consulate 
ig worn out, that in use is borrowed; the furniture in 
generél is in @ ruinous condition, and there is necessity 
for the expenditure of some money to make the Consular 
quarters appear other than es they ere--miserably shebbdy. 
I sincerely hope that the Department will find it possible 
to increase the allotment of the Shanghai Consulete General 
for contingent expense to $6000.00 for this year and to 
allow us the mch needed fixtures. For the year of 1907 
the allowance should be a& least $6000.00. Appearances count 
for mech in Ching) and there is urgent cause for reform in 
thet respect in Shanghei of all places.

| The doyoott agitation since my despatenh of 
June 27th has gone from bead to worse. For the last ten 
days the members of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce have 
been ready to end the matter, but inthis they have been 
resisted by the students and the ‘eenponsidie agitators, 
and @s consequence those who originally assumed the res- 
ponsibility for the boygott now find its control entirely 
out of their hends. Contrary to their promises end in 
opposition to their commercial custom they have been made 
to r ( toe cancellation of contracts, thus putting 
then in the position of violeting their agreements and 
being

peing subject to suits for damages. Furthermore the 
recognition of such a@ policy by the boycotters has en- 
coureged those who have contracts with native merchants 

to repudiate not only their contracts but also their 
aedts, and therefore ruin gonfronts them. By intimida- 
tion, reproach after the Chinese method, and various 

other processes, these merchants are now controlled and 
the agitation agéinst American goods and America generally 
continues with increasing vigor. 

It may be said broadly speeking thet e11 Ameri- 
can interests in Shanghai are now affected seriously. 

From a stete of half success in this respect the boycott 
has now attained very nearly the full measure, and were 
it not for the conditions forth of the Yangtse River, 
where the Chinese officials have spoken in no uncertain 

_ way there would be an almost total suspension of American 
trade with the Chinese from this important comercial 
centre. 

From Sitranghei owing to the inactivity and oppo- 
sition of the Chinese officials the agitation has penetrated 
up the Yangtse Valley and pervaded the thickly populated 
regions around Ningpo, Chinkiang, Hangechow and Soochow. 

In all these places boycott literature is being circulated, 
posters and placards representing grossly exaggerated 
American treatment of Chinese are being displayed, and 
notices published warning the people against the lemrienna. 

The attituie of those si0w urging the agitation 
on 4s Gistinotly unfriendly. From having demanded better 
treatment for the exempt classes entering the United 
States, the contention by en essay process has been Tac C 


to inelude the coolie labor. Therefore the prevailing 
demand is that there shall be absolutely no restriction 
? any kind relative to Chinese who desire to go to 

ee aig Fo ue :3 America. 
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america. This is but the natural development of the 
helief that the boycott under its present management is 
sure to be successful anid that all Chinese mst therefore 
nave their rights. 

It is such contention and doctrine being prea- 
ched everywhere and now spreading rapidly which makes 
all foreigners in this section of China apprehensive. 
Anti-foreign expression has not been absent from the 
speeches and the literature of the agitators: on the 
contrary it is a part of the whole. “China for the Chinese" 
id heard on @ll sides. 

Poreign trade is also affected. British piece 
goods in some instances are refused because they cannot 
be distinguished from American, and also because they 
‘contain American cotton. So @lso with a great variety 
of foreign merchandise of all nations. 

The Consular Body of Shanghai in recognition 
of this condition and the anti-foreign movement, have made 
& strong representation to the Diplomatic Corps at Peking, 
stating that the agitation mst cease or grave consequences 
Will likely follow. 

The growth of this movement, in the lest three 
cays has been phenomenal, showing the extent of the agen- 
cies at work, and the thorough preparation. The great 
uystery in the whole matter is as to the money required 
for sueh a campaign. Large sums are undoubtedly being 
spent and no one can trace the source. Charges of foreign 
participation are freely made, but no verification can be 
obtained. : 

~ Qo illustrate the literature being circulated 
there is enclosed herewith a translation of a handbdill 
which also dears the picture described. This is almost 
exactly similar to those being put out in all districts 
of 
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of Middle Chine. 

The whole situation is now one of some menace, 
despite the fact that no trouble or violence has been re- 
ported. If the coolie guilds can be incited to discontinue 
loading or unloading American cargo, great trouble will 
surely arise. So fer the attempt to institute, that phase 
of the boyoott has been unavailing. The martyrdom of a 
few students would have the effect of creating riots. It is 
to be hoped that the officiels unier the spur of orders 
from Peking will prevent all trouble and finally end the 
boyeott, but the cause is now apparently gaining ground 
so rapidly that severe measures will have to be instituted 
to insure treaty rights. |

gentlemen, When America was discovered,it was a piece of wild 
jana with only a small population who did not even know how 

to cultivate field. It was on that account Chinese were intro- 
guced into America and engaged as laborers in constructing 
roads, opeming mines and ploughing fields. When these enter- 
prises were completed and America became rich, Americans began 
to treat Chinese eruelly and more cruelly than they treat their 
oxen and horses. How no Chinese are allowed to immigrate to 
America. Any man or woman of the student, farmer, laborer or 
merchant clasees, on arrival in America, will be arrested by 
the American ors and thrown as a prisoner into a small 
wooden house, ch is dark and narrow and where he or she will 
pe fumagated with sulphur, be accused that he or she is 
infected with or brings p e from China. 

You will notice from the proceeding picture how cruel- 
ly Chinese are treated by Americans. On the a. side there 
is a small wooden cage in which Chinese are co ed. A furious 
policeman is holding a Chinaman's que in his left hand and a 
wooden club in his right hand. If the Chinaman walks a little 
slowly, @ blow is bestowed on him. The selfish Castoms officer 
sitting in the middle is dealing with the Chinese immigrants 
saying that they have violated the American law and must be sent 
pack to China. 

Are you painful or not? Chinese abanido ir parents, 
wives and children and are at great pains to reac yet there 
they receive such treatment from the Americans. 

Furthermore many stores and shops owned by Chinese in 
America have been burnt down by Americanewho claimed that those 
houses were enveloped in plague. The number of Chinese lives 
thus put to an end by the fire was imnumerabile. 

There is still the greatest grievance that Chinese have 
in America, that is Chinese children born in America are not allow 
ed to be taken back to their ancestor's country. 

Brothren, you have now been told and are aware how 
Chinese are treated by Americans in America. Our anger can no 
longer be restrained and our hatred towards America endured. In 
order to stop the ill-treatment of Chinese we have no better means 
than to retaliate against American goods, boycotting on them until 
the Chinese exclusion act be cancelled. Should we be successful 
in the matter, we shall avoid falling into ridicule and being 
dispised by other nations. 


This circular is issued by the enlightened members of 
the Li Tage Society, Chinkiang, who are afraid of the disgrace.

I have the honor to inform you that there 
is little change in the boycott situation, although the 
publication of the newa that by direction of the Presi- 
‘dent the American Minister et Peking hed informed the 
Chinese Government that it would be held directly res- 
pomsible for failure to insure the rights required by 
Article 16, of the treaty of 1858, has given great 
satisfaction to American merchants whose Chinese business 
is entirely suspended owing to this movement which cer- 
teinly presente the aspect of being a combination in 
restreint of trade. The leading Chinese merchants of 
Shanghai end the outports, who are heartily sick of the 
boyeott, also express pleasure on account of the American 
attitude which they say will compel the Chinese Govern- 
ment to issue such instructions as will cause the Viceroys 
generally to see that the movement is stopped. 

The policy of the Viceroy of onii4,, by which 
the boyoott was effectually restrained north of the 
Yangtse, has been imitated to some extent by others, al- 
though no such good effect has followed. The Viceroy of 
this district, Chou Fu, whose official residence is at 
Nenking, has remained non-commiftel on the subject despite

all efforte to make him declare himself. It being re- 
presented to me by Lieutenant ©. R. Train, Commanding 
the U..S. S. “Quiros” (Yangtse River gunboat) that 
publications of a damaging nature were being circulated 
at Chinkiang, and that the attitude of the people was 
unfriendly to some degree,t askeai him by telegraph to 
see Mr. Gracey, Vice Consul in Charge at Nanking, ani 
have him ascertein whether the Viceroy intended to take 
any action in such matters. Lieutenant frain haa in- 
formed me that the Viceroy has promised to give the 
subject attention, and to try to secure the suppression 
of the inflamatory literature which is being printed in 
Shanghai. Upon the main question of the boycott his 
ection has not to thie date been satiefactory, and with- 
ous some such position es thet assumed by the Viceroy 
of Chihli, there cannot bé much hope of a better state 
of affairs in end around Shanghai. 

The information as to the United States 
Government purposing te hold China responsible for any 
infrection of the treaty of 1856, Article 15, has been 
communicated to the Viceroy at Nanking and I am now 
awaiting a report from Mr. Gracey upon the subject. 

In Shanghai, while there is still no trouble 
or disturhance, there is apprehension as to the attitude 
of the irresponsible classes in event of the boycott 
movement being taken up by the coolies and others. 
There is much anti-foreign discussion among these ele- 
ments of the community and a strike esrising from the 
boycott agitation could easily be converted into riotous 
acts. It is recognition of this fact which has caused 
the Petre of all nationals to keep a close

The total value of foreign goods likely to feel 
the effect of this boycott movement in Shanghai alone, 
has been egtimated conservatively at twenty five millions

As reported in my despatch No.3] of August 
llth, the boyeott has spread to all sections, except 
north of the Yangtee River, and in that region the boy- 
cotters are now sending emissaries in defiance of the 
injunction of the Viceroy of Chihli. The damage done to 
American interests in Middle Chine alone is immense and 
even if the movement should be ended at once it will take 
years to restore the former conditions, owing to prejudices

Until recently the Deily Mews encoureged the boyootters 
but 16 now advising ageinst thé movement which ie harmful 
to Britieh trade. The evening papers of Shanghei are 
the Mercury and the Chine Gazette. The first is used 
lergely for promotion schemes and is pro-Chinese to the 
detriment of American interests although its ownership 
is pretticelly American. The second is strongly pro- 
Russian and never loses an opportunity to attack the 
Japanese. 

There is no change in the boyoott condition, 
except that efforte are now being made to suppress the 
Ones <iepreeen litereture end placards.

I have the honor to inform you that the 
report of Mr. Gracey, Vice Consul in Charge at Nanking,

the statement of the Viceroy that he has been in igno- 
rance of the situation and the seriousness of the matter 
is absolutely untrue, he having been repeatedly advised 
from Peking and from om Shanghei Customs Taot’ai, Yuan. 
In interview which have appeared in the native, as well 
as the English press, he has shown his thorough knowledge 
of the boysott movement, and his disinclination to sup- 
press it. His attempts to evade the question have been 
notorious, end his failure to act has been largely the 
cause of the development of the egitation of the present. 
It remains to be seen what dependence can be placed upon 
the promises of one who now assumes such an attitude 
which will appear ridiculous even to his own people.

Acting under your instructions,I made a tour of investigation 


throtgh the Chinese district in the settlement and theg a portion 
of the native city, for the purpose of finding out the character 
and extent of the Boycott placarding. 

I found - (1) that about 10% of the Chinese shope in the dis- 
trict south of Nanking road extending through the French Conces- 
sion to the Native City are placarded - (2) That about 90% of the 
shops in the native city are placarded -.:(3) That very few of 
the shops either north of Nanking road, or in Hongkew are plac- 
arded - (4) That where placafds are posted about 90% contain 
nothing more than the statements - (a) positively shall not buy 
American goods - (b) positively shall not use American goods - 
(c) positively shall not buy or sell American goods - (5) That 
the placards containing these statements are generally placed in 
very conspicuous places, printed or written in large, bold type 
on red paper - (6) Of the remaining placards,the most common is 
one printed in large bold type on paper 18 inches by 10 inches, 
translated reads, * In order positively to retaliate against the 
Ame rican treaty, you cannot buy or sell American Goods. If you buy 
or e611 American Goods you are lower than a pig or a dog." These 
placards are numerous, generally posted up two or three together 
and in most conspicuous places. - (7) Among the less conspicuous 
are (a) "Determined Chinese do not buy American goods, those 
lacking in determination wish to buy American goods - these are 
truly ten thousand times over “stinking turtles" (The word tur-

graph (here an illustrated turtle) - (d) Those who use American 


goods are painted thus (here illustration of a turtle)- (e) An- 
erica cruelly prohibits Chinese laborers, thus oppressing our bre- 
thern. This not only wounds our national pride but brings disgrace 
upon our people. From the 18th. day of the 6th. moon determined 
stadents in Shanghai and out ports have decided positively not to 
use American goods, as a means of retaliation. Rven the women stu- 
dents determined to follow, aro:e up and decided positively not 
to use American goods. It is feared that there are some who do 
not take this matter seriously (enewgh) and continue to use Amer- 
ican goods. If you use American kerosene and "Pin Head" cigarette 
you cannot bring about united action. Foreigners will then not 
only slander and make fun of us but our men will then become less 
than womem ( i. @. cowards) . It is on this account that these 
placards are sent everywhere respectfully to inform our brethern 
with the hope that genuine sincere action may ensue. There are 
those who are not informed; these are in turn to be encouraged to 
exert their influence. May fortune be with our public welfare, 
may fortune be with our people! " Respectfully addressed to the 
United Merchants. (f)"Chinese laborers in America are treated 

to explain 
with great harshness. Indeed,the terrible state of affairs ,thege 
is beyond the power of my pen. The heart of Mr. Tseng, an upright 
man, WAS, therefore, filled with pity, so that he has taken the 
lead in devising retaliatory measures, and with the intention of 
reldeving their distress, the boycott of American goods was dis- 
cussed and was decided torbe a most advantageous measure. It has 
been debated again and again and must now be put into execution. 
Fearing lest all in the cities and country are not yet aware (of 
this movement ), this circular placard is issued. Do not use Am- 
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erican goods. Let each one take retaliatéey measures. The public 
ig hereby informed that American goods consist for the large 

part of coarse and fine prints, Pin Head cigarettes, Devoe's oil, 
soap, woolen goods, and o@ds and ends. When any other goods come 
to light notice will be given. The various goods above mentioned 
are not novelties. All of these goods may be manufactured in China, 
In the case of kerosene 011 there is a new brand on the market; 
will not it give light as well as the Standard 0117 It is hoped 
that all Chinese will consistently refuse to buy American goods. 
Pathers must instruct their children, elder brothers must exhort 
their younger brethern. Let each one tell his neighbor, so that 
ten may infect one hundred, and one hundred a thousand; thus 
China's four hundred millions may join thetr forces; thus strength 
may come where weakness was, and the start be accomplished. In any 
affair all that is necessary is a stout heart; by it,mountains are 
shaken, and the seas enlarged. The Americans are already alarmed, 
They realize their mistake. As they see no way to make profits 
they have suddenly changed their tactics. If they repudiate the 
(old) treaty international affairs may resume their former relatiens 
Thus the position of the Chinese laborer may be changed from one 
of perid to one of peace. You are therefore exhorted to use every 


endeavor in this matter.

Ltad., relative to the oath of the master and mate of ves- 
sels exporting from the United States merchandise on which 

a drawback of duties or allowance is payable by reason of 
such exportation. 
Paragraph #725 of Consular Regulations permits the 
Collectors of Customs to accept the sworn statement of the 
Agents of steamship lines in lieu of the oath of master and 


mate of the vessel, in all cases where exportation is under 
the Internal Revenue Laws. The large steamers which arrive 
here from the Unitea States anchor at Woosung which is 14 
miles from Shanghai and it is seldom that the master or mate 
comes to Shanghai. It is therefore very difficult to secure 
their signature and oath, and it can not be done during the 
short stay of the steamer in this Consular District. 

i therefore desire to know whether I shall continue 
to allow the Agents of the steamers to make a sworn statement 
that the merchandise mentioned and described in the landing 
certificates presented to me has been landed? If necessary, 

I can also require a certificate from the Imperial Chinese 
Customs, before certifying to such landing certificates.

4a & Gonsequence tentative efforts were made at Tientsin, 
and when sternly suppressed, the whole force of the movenent 
was 4ireeted to the coast south of the Yangtse, to the pepula- 
tien of the delta country end to the valley. Thus when the 
appointed time srrivéd the seed hed been sown over a large 
portion of this erea. Slowly it tock root in the interior 
ené the harvest was not long in coming, for exaggerated pos- 
ters end placards appeared everywhere. By easy transition 
the alleged wrongs of the exempt classes were slurred over, 
and the cry came to be fer the entire repeal of the exclusion 
lew. In one provinese after another this went on until it is 
now the rule south of the Yangtse. The officials urged to 
pat en end to such expression, which in many instances was 
becoming violently anti-foreign, replied by saying that the 
people had the right to determine whether they would buy 
American goods and that if the United Stetes Government would 
correst the ebuses complained of there would be an end to 
the trouble. This official sympathy--for such it practically 
‘bas been in al] cases--gave the idea of immnity, and thet 
such an interpretation was warranted is shown by the fact that 
not en arrest has been made in the length and breadth of 
China on account of boyeott procedure, although many richly 
degerved punishment if only on the score of endeavoring to 
disturb public peace. 
While all this was in progress the coil around the 

American merchants and especially in Shanghai wes tightening. 
Prom annoyance the boyoott effect rapidly passed to a suspen- 
sion of budiness. Wo argument finally could induce the 
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purchase Of American goods in the region affected by the 
poyeott. Secret purchases which were common et first became 
raré and then except in the absolute necessities stopped 
entirely. The mes of cargo, imported in expectation of 

the great demand to follow the restoration of peace, remained 
in the warehouses, thus causing a stoppage of revenue, for 
the Chinese merchants soon realised that they also were 
impaled on & horm of the dilemma. Their hopes were soon 
shattered for goods they had sold were returned, contrects 
they hed meade were broken, and no market existed, although it 
hed deen promised by the boyeott leaders fof 411 goods under 
contract. They sew “settling days" approaching and no means 
at hand; native banks beceme imbued with caution and foreign 
banks told them that their money was needed for the foreign 
merchants affected who would have to pay for the goods stored. 

Thet is the situation in Shanghai today and it is 
about the same in al] pleces seve in the North ané South of 
China. In the outports, where, except imported luxuries, 
there ie little American cargo lying, the rule of the boycott 
obtains, but under somewhat different conditions, for while 
in Shanghai it ig as yet lergely 8 commercial cause, in and 
svound places like Fucheu, Sooghow, Hangehow, Chinkiang, Wuhu, 

Nanking and Amoy it is virtuelly anti-foreign. 

Thue from s small beginning the movement has deve- 
loped into one of immense proportions and epparently is re- 
taining its volume despite exhortations from the authorities 
end the prayers of the merchants who see ruin for many of 
theif class. The temporary lyll came when it was announced 
that America was resolved te maintein her treaty rights. A 
few hesitated when i¢ was known that the United States Govern- 
ment had to some extent recognized justice in their protest 
egeinst the treatment of the exempt clasgee. But the vast 
majority of the egitetors rejoiging in so called "awakened 
Ching” paid no attention to amy official representation and 

today 
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today aré regardless of any proclamations knowing that their 
authorities will not enforce them. 

. There are many who say that the movement is really 
in charge of the disciples of Kang Yu-wei; that the boycott 
is but the medium of erousing @ populer sentiment ani that 
at the proper time it will be allowed to drop behind, while 
the canse of réform in China goes to the fore; thet anti- 
jynastie sentiment will develop rapidly and thet political 
troubles of magnitude are coming; that the anti-foreign move- 
went which has, as always, wuch strength will be joined to 
other dseuse and that Chins like Japan will soch demon$trate 
to the world ite solidarity end likewise accomplish marvels. 
There is plenty of evidence to justify such condlusions. 
There is openly expressed contempt for the Central Government, 
there ig @ ery for reform and able politicians are cultivating 
the sentiment, there is entagoniem for the foreigner being 
mnifested in ways without samber, and finally and more marked 
than al] ig the emiletive spirit caused by Japan's success. 
Some of the Chinese, who see perilous times ahead, say that 
ambitious men at Peking are directing this general movement 
and that one force jeslous of enother is leading the nation 
toward eslamity. Others do not hesitate to avow the belief 
that the unrest of China is the natural outcome of the war 


and that i¢ means en alliance with Japen. 
That which has been stated here is not idle gossip 


and rumor; it ie rether & repetition of current opinion of 
conservative minds, mative as well as foreign, gained as e 
Teoult of careful inquiry.

is easily sroused and with difficulty suppressed.

vation of his rank and such further punishment es might be 
proper. The Tact’ai assured me Tseng knew of this, end that 
he wes preparing to commit suieide in order that, according 
to custom, his followers would be compelled to take his 
place. The Tact’ s4 therefore is urging Taeng to refrain 
from euch intention, knowing, ea he states, that if such 
action was teken anti-foreign riots would break out immediate- 
ly- He glaims that the fear of the financial crisis together 
with such pressure as he is bringing to bear in the way of 
proper representation of the American attitude and the sup- 
pression of meetings will prectically end the boycott in 
the cities, but that it will take s long time to get it out 
of the minds of the people of the interior.

As at present 
constituted Shanghai consists of a native city with a popu- 
lation of perhaps 700000, according to latest opinions, ani 
internetional settlements whieh contein fully 200000 people 
of whom approximately 15000 are foreigners of a11 nationeli- 

ties. This populetion is constantly increasing owing to 
the advantages offered as a place of residence, and it is 
certainly sefe to say that in ten years the city as a whole 
will Gontein at Least 1500000 people, the ratio of increase 
of foreigners being aboug the same as that of the Chinese.

great city. Round about ere the great Chinese centers of 
Soo¢how, Hangchow, Wingpo, Fucheu, Wulu, Chinkiang, and 
Nenking, with their fertile tributary arees, and their indus- 
tries of various kinds. The great Yengtee delta country. 
productive to # high degree, is backed by the Yengtse valley 
stretching « thousend miles inland, “gate: populous end rich 
oities lying in « country of undeveloped richness according 
to 
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to modem ideas. The trade and commerce of this great region 
with @ population estimated from 125§000,000 te 175,000,000 wast 
filter through Shanghai, leaving its effect in ever increasing 
yolume« With such resources at home there could not fail to 
be results, but in ad@ition Shanghai has the advantage of 
peing the natural port for middle China- Here in the track 

of the ocean traffic call the ships from Japan and from the 
Occident. Here the cargo for the North is tranmshipped end 
from here it goes to the coast cities, to Menchurian ports, 

and to Korea. Then up the Yengtse is sent the world’s product 
and each year the consumption grows greater. With the improve- 
ment of the Whangpoo Rives and the Yangtse baf will ensue a 
rush of commerce here which will make present day affairs 
small. The dredging operations to provide this improvement 
will begin soon and then Shanghai as a deep water port will 
soon be an actuality. 

It is in recognition of not only the present impor- 
tance but also the greater of the immediate future thet this 
plea for better American representation is made. The princi- 
pel competitors of the United States in the Shenghsd trade 
are naturally Englend, Germany, France ani Japan. <A compa- 
rison of the trede of Shanghai in 1904 with the great mations 
will be applicable. | 

Allowing Great Britain end her colonies all the 
importeations from long Kong, {twenty five per cent of the 
totel given below) which is entirely beyond propriety for a 
lerge amount of American product is transhipped there and is 
classed afterwards as English shipments, the figures are 
986,563,691.80 gold.

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gna under the same conditions as to Hong Xong, Burope took 
to the value of $32 ,326,139.85 gold; Japan $25,295,951.30; 
the United States 916 ,989,560.87 and Great Britain $19,207, 
443.87 of which more than helf was sent to Hong Kong for 
transhipment. It shoulda be understood that all these figures 
are somewhat approximate, since the officiel records do not 
yet afford accurate results. 

It is undoubtedly true that American trade with 
Shanghai hed before the boycott only two great scompetitors-- 
Great Britein and Japan-- and with mtither did her importa- 
tions and exportations vitally conflict. 

But all the netions are now doing their utmost to 
attract the attention of the Chinese, to increase their in- 
fluence, and to obtein a stronger foothold. Aside from the 
long established prestige of Great Britain, there is the every 
day effort to maintain end increase the respect paid to the 
English; Germany, not content with her fine Consuler establish- 
ment and system, is constantly endeavoring to perfect her 
conditiong in the vetperte; France, with her large concession 
in Shanghei end its able government, is improving her foothold 
in important places, and Japan, with her emmissaries broadcast, 
is teking advantage of every opportunity. In Hankow is best 
seen the evidences of the aggressive tactics of our competitors 
and the increase of their merchant marine seen in Shanghai 
is the logi@el consequence. To the Chinese, for whom display 
ig on essential and who measure nations eg well as men by 
something of that stendard, there is a significance in the 
exploitetion of the other powers here, just as there is in 
the seeming indifference of the United States. The handsome 
English, Freneh and German Consulates on the water front of 
Shanghai do not feil to make an impression on the Chinese. 

Hor can it be seid that they fail to remember thet the American 
sulet is in a shabby building, on oe back street, a location 
© whieh 4% is condemned by reason of the fact that rents and 
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values in Shanghai heve increased so moh in recent yeers 
shat amother pleee is simply far beyond the finencial re- 
sources ellowed. 

Furthermore the Chinese as well as foreigners are 
glive to the fact thet the nations heretofore named have the 
facilities for atquiying trade information and for transaec- 


ting business in & proper way. They know for instance that 


Great Britein has @ large force of Englishmen in the various 
departments of its representation; that Germany not only has 
e large number here, but also has men traveling on trade 
matters; that France is likewise provided end thet Japan is 
represented everywhere. They know thet absolute count will 
show that in Shanghei where the United States has one employe 
Great Britain and Germany have six, France about four and 
Jepan counting only these in evidence three. 

There is urgent need of change in this condition, 
not so meh for the relief of the present personnel as for 
the benefit of American interests in generel. Under a proper 
division of the work in the hands of competent men the results 
would soom accrue, and insteed of the rather hap-hazard me- 
thods enforced by the present limitations there could come 
systematic progress which would be of great value in every 
way. 

To be definite it can be said thet with as little 
delay as possible the United Stetes government should own 
its own building in Shanghei and in it should be housed the 
various Dranches of its service represented here. At the 
present time there are five depertments to be provided for-- 
the Consulate General, the Court and jail (under extra terri- 
torial Tights) , the Postel Agency for China, the special 
investigetion into trade conditions by the Department of 
Comme ree and Labor, and the inspection provided by the ‘erine 
Hospital Service. The Consulate building, located on Whangpoo 
Roed, ) bs old and inadequate Seated Possessing jail ac- 
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‘sccomodetions which are a disgrace to the nation. For these 
quarters @ totel of $2260 gold per antium is paid, the Consule- 
te being Charged with $1000, the jail with $750 and the postal 
agency with $600. The taxes being ten per cent brings the 
total to $2460. The Marine Hospitel Service mainteins separate 
guarters, and in event of the representation of the Department 
of Commeree and Labor being made permanent, accomodations 

will have to be found for that. The lease on the Consulate 
has about five years to run, but at its expiration it is cer- 
tain that the rent will be doubled and under the present al- 
lowance that will mean that the United States offices will 
heve to seek quarters remote from the business center of the 
city. All this is somewhet of a repetition of a previous 
report on the subject, but it is given again to preface pro- 
perly the argument for a United States building. 

Lend velues in Shanghai have increased enormously in 
the lest few years and property which could heave been acquired 
a comparatively short time ago by the American Government for 
705000 Mexican is now supposed to be worth at least ten times 
thet whale. fo show the values fixed for Bund sites the German 
Club recently paid et the rate of 3425000 gold per acre. It 
is Gerbein that any investment on the weter front of Shanghai 
will double in velue in @ short time end for that reason avail- 
able sites are now held at apperently prohibitive figures. But 
assuming thet the lend for a building site, such es the Astor 
House Garden, a pleat of which is on file at the Department, would 
cost $126000 gold and thet a building of five stories in height 
with @ basement devoted to a jeil, would cost an equal amount, 
the investment at an American rate of interest would mean but 
little more if any than will be necessary for the government to 


pay in the nee@y future for its officers here. A building en- 
tirely adequate, provided with a good Court room and modern 
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ite purposes for all time. The inorease in the value of the 
land will be constant. 

With such a building in which each branch of American 
service in the Orient oan work to good effect there cannot 
fail to be a good return. The time is coming in the Orient 
and especially in Shanghai when the United Stetes will have to 
systematize its commercial/ observation and contingent duties; 
the loose methods of the present will have to give way to the 
game’ wéll regulated and accurately adjusted plans by which 
a business obteins its knowledge of the field of operations; 


there will have to be a strictly commercial department at every 
Asietic Consulate of importance, and if the suggestion of 
éxuminingoere Chinese wishing to enter the United States is 
edopted, there will be still further need for the facilities 
advocated. That which is true of the commercial side of this ! 


question as it relates to Shanghai and to other important 
places in China, is also true about the other branches of 
government work. A distriet Court and its steff will need 


quarters entirely beyond the present accomodations, the post 


office ig rapidly outgrowing its space, and the consular epart- 
ments owing to the race with which we have to deal are already 
known ag unsuitable in every way. 

If some upheaval, far greater than the boycott, 
should come in China, end American prestige should be lost the 
present querters would be all sufficient, but since such an 
issue is entirely improbable end there is good reason to believe 
that American interests in China, can only increase, there - 
mst come some such improvement of conditions es is outlined 
here of we will assuredly regret it in the future.

: I have the honor to state that the student 
body, which under the leadership of Tseng Shao-ching, la 
and Yu Chung, have been prosecuting the boycott and 
gonspiring against American trade not only in Shanghai 
and ite Sutports but @lso in all China with possibly the 
exception of Manchuria, is now, according to trustworthy 
information, forming into groups or societies, the avowed 
object of which is to enforce demands upon foreign nations 
through boyeott action,personal violence, riot, and slander, 
not to mention other methods in whith the Chinese are pecu- 
lierly adept. It is stated that the members of these 
groups, which it should be understood are entirely distinct 
from the seeret societies so common in China, have pledged 
themselves to United action upon any cause which demands 
their attention, and that they will stop at nothing to ac- 
complish their ends. 

It is generally admitted that the movement, which 
is the naturel outcome of such an organization as that 
perfected for the boycott work, is really the expression 
of allegiance to the reform cause of Kang Yu Wei ani that 
under its present guise it is virtually anti-aynestic and 


violently anti-foreign. From Jepan come reports that Liang 
Chi Chao, the lieutenant of Kang Yu Wei, is urging the 
formation of these bands of reformers ana treaty breakers, 
ind , thet no efter is being spé re L to encourage them. 
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The news of this movement has been received with 
uneasines® in Shanghai, where its iaport is appreciated to 
the fullest extent. Foreigners here understand that while 
at present the boycott on American goods owing to a variety 
of causes, all of which are rather remote from Governmental 
control, is suspended, or at least in abeyance, there still 
exists the intention of trying to revive it if the treaty 
ig not satisfactory, and that there is a determination not 
to lose the control of a mititude which seemed so willing 
to obey the dictates of self constituted leaders. The 
enti-foreign sentiment, which wes but ill-concealed during 
the acute stages of the boycott, hes not been forgotten, 
nor Gn, CTD brought about by the example of Japan 
been lost sight of. 

Just whet the meaning of it all will be is even 
beyond those who claim to understand the Chinese. Theat 
something will come of it, is, however, plain to all. It 
requires no stretch of the imagination to predict the pro- 
bability of political disturbance in China, and unless some 
strong restraining influence is applied it will come soon. 
This is not an alarmist view, but rather the consensus of 
sober opinion at a place when the authority of the Central 
Government is more or less despised and where under the rule 
of weak and inefficient officials a revolutionary party 
could fourish and grow strong. 

There can as yet be only 4 general statement of 
this new phase of Chinestaggression, but in the near future 
it is my hope to be able to present it in particular dctail.

I have the honor to state in reply to the Depart- 
ment’s circular letter of August 19th 1905, relating to 


"american" prostitutes in the Orient, that the statements 
made in the extract accompanying, both eas to fact and 
conclusion, are practicelly correct in all essential par- 
ticulers. 

4s this question was brought to my attention soon 
after arrival here and as it warranted investigation, I 
am able to offer this with some certainty as to detail, 
and with the hope that it will in some measure serve to 
show what injustice has been current in the matter. 

The condition is scasily explained and that which 
obteins in Shanghai applies I understand with almost equel 
foree to every lerge Oriental port from Singapore north. 
Many years ago when the British authorities at Hong Kong 
and Indian ports determined to regulate prostitution and 
to prevent if possible the advent of English prostitutes, 
it was agreed thet an easy evasion could be secured under 
the name of American, and that ides having been adopted, 
and the rule became general. The Indian, Australian, and 
English prostitute became for the time being the American 
prostitute, and while & goodly percentage of the annual 
supply were in fact of American birth, there were also those 
who came to China from England and Australia vie gen Prencisco 
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end even the Suez, but upon arrival were always"Americans” 


and were so known officially and by common report. 


Shanghai furnishes in the present time an excellent 


Ve example of this established custom, which can only be 


called the prostitution of the American name. The war bet- 


ween Japan and Russie made this city a harbor of refuge of 


many Kinds, and into it streamed the prostitutes from Port 


Arthur, Dalny, and Vieadivostock and from the South and East 


as well. Here under the looseness and the licentiousness 

of a refugee class they flourished,being known, except when 
such a designation was e@ wenifest absurdity under the title 
of “American girls”. Yet the Shanghai Colony of prostitutes 
includes nearly all nationalities. The American women only 
number about forty but as they are the most prominent of 
their type and are most in evidence they foster the impres- 
sion that their real number is five times as great and that 
the nationality has e monopoly in the illicit business. 

Such a@ conclusion however is Unjust to say the least. Despite 
the fact that no municipal license is required these women 
as a rule conduct themselves well, and while it is notorious 


thet their earnings are large they are easily kept within 


bounds. There is hardly the record of @ police cease against 


them within a year. ‘The great shame of it all is that many 


of the public persist in designating all these women as 
"America 


regardless of nationality. 


cognizing the necessity of correcting this I will 


obtain the names of all American prostitutes now in Shanghei, 


and will require each keeper of a house of i111 fame to report 


arrivals and departures. By giving publicity to such sta- 


tistics and asking for s discontinuance of the practice of 


calling all the class Americans some good will be done. 


However in the Orient the custom has become so confirmed 
that it will take years to eradicate it.

An American woman but 
recently errived from Colorado showed to me recently a letter 
she had received from a Urs.

By reason of the glowing promises made as to 
suoh a life in Shanghai, the woman Louis Mathews by name was 
induced to go to this city. One statement in the letter

plece this woman applied to the Consulate for assistance to 


return home, and upon learning that the keeper of the house 
was in communication with the Hayward woman, I required her 
to pay the steamship pessage and the railroad fare required. 
In addition I sent full perticulars of the case to the 
superintendent of Police in Chicago. 

If the Department has any instructions to give in 
this matter I will be glad to carry them out to the best of 
my @bility. Shanghei as a rule has an American population 
which will compare fevorably with that of any other city in 
the Orient, and in common with these good people I bitterly 
resent such an imputation on the character of American woman- 
hood as is brought about by the practice here mentioned.

TSENG SHAO CHING ADVISES THE AMERICAN MERCHANTS. 


In the present movement of restraining the use 


of American goods, the two months limit has already expired, 


and you the American merchants, have’ now seen some of the 


’ effects. Upon seeing such effects, you have planned to ad- 


minister medicine in accordance with the nature of the d#sease. 


But although you know the disease to be feverish, you yet 


give heating medicines. Ordinarily you are reasonable, and 


we have already met on a certain occasion. Therefore I cannot 


but direct you rightly, lest you lose your way, and proceeding 


onward, become farther from the right road. 


Now your Minister, (Mr. Rockhill), has been moving 


our Government to suppress us- But none of us are the same 


as we were three years ago. For example (let us) ask what 


nation under the sun would force its people to buy the goods 


of some other nation. Jow although China is the most despotic 


of @il1 the nations, even she does not now dare to issue such 


a ferocious order. Therefore although your Minister has used } 


the strength of nine oxen and two deer, all the result was 


the prohibition of the "forbidding" of the use of American 


goods. But do we not know that the clause "forbidding the 


use of American goods” was on the seventh of the fourth moon i 


Suspicioned to have some fault, and was therefore changed to 


"restraining the use etc." The Government says it is not 
permitted to forbid the use of American goods; the people 
reply we would not dare so to do; we are merely restraining 
the use of American goods. 

Your Minister is now at the end of his resources; 
since he has exhausted his resources (in this method of Treet- 
ment) it becomes necessary to use cooling Sere Fy The 
cooling medicine is treaty revision; but not only must the 
treaty be recised; the Hawaiian and Philippine Islands mst 
be thrown open to Chinese immigration before our desire is 


fulfilled. If you do not act as indicated above, you can re- 


vise your treaty as you will, but we will continue our boycott. 
f : 
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If hereafter you again wish to revise your treaty it will 
work harm to our international interests; if neveatter you 
ao not revise the treaty your trade will still suffer. There- 
fore since in the future there are these two difficulties, 
it would seem best to devise some plan et present. Although 
you merchants in Shanghai have not suffered much, your capi- 
talists at home may hereafter suffer heavily. In favoring 
the labor party you are injuring the whole country. I do not 
understand how your President can have such a love for the 
laborer and such a hatred for the merchant. If there is any 
injustice under heaven it will make itself heard; your capi- 
talists have suffered such injustice; you merchants have not 
explained the conditions to them, so that they might calculate 
(losses) and plen (remedies); this was unwise; but it is not 
the capitalists only who will have to calculate and plan. 
(i.e. The merchants will also be put in this predicement. ) 
Having been indisposed these few days, prespiring 
and unable to eat, I have looked into the treaty, and now 
advise you accordingly. Whether you take notice of@this or 


not I will not enquire.

the telegram of todey was sent, it being my hope that some- 
thing might be done et home to avert that which will certainly 
be a public shame. 

I have the honor to state further that I kmow 
nothing ebout the merits of the ease, that I have absolutely 
no interest, direct or indirect, in the matter and that my 
action has been dictated solely by a desire to keep the 
American name out of ean affair which hes already been to our 
decided detriment and disadvantage, and which in this instance 
would mean @ scandal which would spread over all China. JNo 
concealment is made of the intention of the respective sides 
in that respect; in fact it was ennounced publicly that every-_ 
thing in connection with the American China Development Co. 
would be dragged out in one way or another. The defense is 
just as bitter apparently and the statement is made that ex- 
posures relating to the management, to its connection with 
the Chinese and to all others will be made. 

in view of these probabilities I believe the 
Department will think I am justified in asking for assistance 
in suppressing the whole matter.

I have the honor to state that as a result of 


a visit to Hangchow and an investigation of the american 


Consulate affairs there I am firmly of the opinion thet there 


is no necessity for the maintenence of a Consulate in Hangchow. 


This is seid with all due respect to the opinion of the De- 


partment and is in no sense to be accepted either as a reflec- 
tion upon Mr. Dobson, the retiring Consul, or Mr. Cloud, the 
Viee Consul who will remein in charge. Both of these gentle- 
men are of most excellent character and to the best of my 
belief efficient. 
It is my understanding thet the Consulate eat 
Hengchow was established upon the recommendation of Mr. Goodnow, 
formerly Consul Generel at Shenghei, and thet his recommende- 
tion was based upon conditions which obtained during the Boxer 
troubles. If there ever existed any good reason for the Con- 
sulete, it certeinly does not exist now. Hangchow is only 
: one hundred and forty miles by river and canal from Shanghai; 
all ite business is handled by native and foreign merchants 
“here, and our Consulate has practically no official work. The 


missionary population, which numbers about forty, in event of 

any trouble would have to apply to Shanghai for aid, as was 

_ the ¢ase when the Rev. Edwerd Kennedy was asseulted by rob- 

bers lest Spring. 

| The English have a handsome Consulate in Hange how 
whieh 4s untenanted, it having peen feunl 
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the Consul at Ningpo there about four times a year. No other 


netions maintein Consulates the American being now the sole 


foreign representation. 
If the Department would allow to the Shanghai 


Consulate e steam leunch of adequate size and speed, not only 


for Hangchow and Soochow service but for harbor work here as 


well, any possible necessity for maintaining a Consulate at 
Hangchow would be obviated, because the place could be visited 


as often as would be required end at small expense. There is 


constent usé for such a steam launch in Shanghei and a portion 


of the charge gould well be borne by the UWaerine Hospital Service 


of our Government which maintains a representative here. The 


cost of such a launch as would be required would be in Shanghai 
6,000.00 or $7,000.00 gold. In a later despatch I will sub- 


mit an estimate of cost end maintenance. 


By abandoning the Nangohow Consulate and stetion- 


ing its incumbent in Shanghai, from whence he could visit not 


only Hangchow, but occasionally Soochow, Huchow and Ningpo, 
eighty, one hundred and one hundred and twenty five miles res- 
pectively from Shanghai, there would be but little if any 
extra expense incurred. In addition it would give to this 
office a service in the outports of this populous and rich 
section which would be of great value. The traffic on the 
Grand Canal, the Whangpoo River, Soochow Creek, and the lake 
system is immense, and the presence there of an American vessel 
devoted to the work of this Consulate would be of benefit in 
every way. At present the Chinese, Japanese and English flags 


are only seen in these outports. 


I earnestly reoommend some such plan being certain 


that i¢ will be for our interest and in no way a backward step.

In reply I beg to state respectfully and 
yet with the utmost positiveness that the correspondent 
of Mr. Crowell is not justified in any respect in stating 
that "owing to the notorious carelessness and supreme 
indifference of the Consular post office” at that point 
(Shanghai) there is necessity for the registration of all 
mail matter to be sent to him. Mor ia Mr. Crowell justifies 
in assuming that such a statement is true. 


The Shanghai post office, es its record 
of the present with the Department at Washington will show 


is conducted upon as certein and definite methods to secure 
proper repaite, as postoffices at home. The men handling 
the mails are experienced, the complaints of those recei- 
ving mails are few, ani the utmost care in the work is 
observed. 


As is doubtless known the mail addressed 
to Shanghai is carried et the regular American rate of 


‘postage, and where persone receiving mei] at this office

have boxes or receive their mail at the General Delivery | 
window, there ig no trouble in getting it sefely into | | 
possession. But with those who simply have a local address 
and who @epend upon the Chinese Imperial Post Delivery 

there may well be a different result as the Chinese letter 
carriers are well known to be not always as partimilar 

and persistent in the metter of delivery as they should be. 
Such mail when received here is turned over to the Chinese 
post office under our contract for delivery as we have no 


delivery system of our own. We aseume that it is delivered 


but as we cannot take receipt for each piece of mail matter 
-turned over, we do not know. 
Agein a large amount of mail matter for in- 


terior points is received and much of it is stamped at 
American postage rates. This mail is resorted and delivered 
to the Chinese post for transmission, receipt being taken 
for the bags. The collestion of the extra postage from 
Shanghai to the interior often involves trouble to the 
Chinese post, and perhaps there is a failure to deliver as 
is indicated by letters returned upon which the excess \ 3 
postage would not be paid. Our responsibility ends when 4 
we deliver such mail either for local or interior distribu- 
tion and although the practice is to endeavor to trace any 
missing meil through the Chinese post, there is usually 
failure. 4 

In view of this statement of fact given with- M 
out bias and in the interest of a proper understanding, I ) 
think it grosely unjust to lay such a sweeping charge again- 
st the American Shanghai Post Office. We are perfectly 
Willing to be held responsible and accountable for al1 mail 
which we deliver from this office, but we cannot assume 
the same burden for the outside.

| Careful and diligent inquiry among other merchante who 
are constantly sending American goods up the Yangtse 
River shows that there has been ea generel felling off in 
trade not only in American goods bat aleo in those of 
other countries. This stagnation of business hes become 
marked within the lest month and it ie believed is in no 
way attributable to anti-American or enti-foreign senti- 


ment. it is more probably the outcome of the active 
business which was urged upon the river ports by reason 
of the close of the northern markets during the late war. 
In Shanghai I am informed by American mer- 
chants, by those of other mationalities, by the Chinese 
officials, and by the members of the various guilds that 
there is practically no boyeott sentiment, the agitation 
having been suspended for many reasons by the agitators 
and the student class being compelled by public sentiment 
to await the determination of the questions which will 
arise under the new treaty. The Shanghai Taot'ai, with 
whom I had a long conference upon the subject October 
S0th, states that there will be no further trouble but 
that he is somewhat embarrassed in trying to explein to 


the students the reason for delay in the meeting of Con- 


gress, the statement having been made here from Chinese

was given to me by Admiral Train and members of the party. 
On October 24th, 1905 while the "Generel 


Alave", the Admirel's tender, and the Yangtse River gun 
boat "Quiros" were lying near Punmgliu, a Yangtse River 
port twenty miles west of Nganking, Admiral Train went 
ashore with hie son, Lieutenant Charles Russell Train, 
Commanding

> 
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Commanding "Quiros" and Orderly Staqesy and a Chinese 
servant, the intention being to shoot pheasants. About 
nine o’clock in the morning Lieutenant Train fired at 
a bird at sixty or seventy yards and accidentally shot 
a Chinese woman who had been hiding behind a bush. Her 
outecries being heard, the Admiral and his son immediate- 
ly went to her assistance and found that three of the 
bird shot, which were number six, hed struck her in 
the face, inflicting very slight wounds on account of 
her @istance from the gun. Offers of reparation and 
medical attendance were made, but the woman, being great- 
ly frightened, continued to make an outcry and, as a 
consequence, people from a neighboring village appeared 
and became very ugly in their attitude. The guns of 
Admiral and Lieutenant Train were taken from them and 
they were given to understand that Lieutenant Train would 
have to accompany them to the village to be held as e 
hostage until the result of the woman's wounds could be 
epcertained. At this time Captain F. F. Fletcher, of 
Admiral Train's staff, who was also shooting, came up 
and he and the orderly accompanied Lieutenant Train to 
the village while Admiral Train returned to the river to 
seek assistance. The river was near by but Admiral 
Train had to welk a distance of four or five miles up 
the bank to reach his leunch, and once on board the 
"General Alava" the ships went down stream to the vicini- 
ty of the villege. Yangtee River pilot J. Langley, who 


speaks Chinese fluently, in company with Dr. G. L. Wickes, 


of the "Quiros", were sent eshore and proceeded to the 


village where Dr. Wickes meadé an examination of the woman's 


injuries and found them to be trivial, the shot having 
barely gone through the skin. Nevertheless the condact 
of the villagers was extremely threatening and at first 
ell overtures for a peaceful settlement were rejected. 


This 
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This continued to be the condition until shortly after 
noon when the Admiral sent word to the head man of the 
village that he demanded the release of his son and the 
restoration of their guns and if these requests were 

not complied with he would land a party of men and go 

to the village and rescue Lieutenant Train. The villag- 
ers paid no attention et first to this message but fin- 
ally agreed to consider the question and shortly after- 
wards expressed their willingness to close the incident 
upon the receipt of the payment of ea small sum of money. 
Mr. Langley, who had remained with Liéutenant Train all 
this time, speedily discovered that they were not sin- 
cere and that trouble was brewing, and there being no 
definite action, it was agreed to await the arrival of 
the party from the ships. Admiral Train landed a force 
of about forty sailors under command of Lieutenant Con- 
msater Roger Welles, but directed that the men should 

be kept at the beach until further parley was made. It 
| becoming apparent to Mr. Langley that no agreement could 
be reached at present, he with Captain Pletcher, Liev- 
tenant Train and the Orderly sterted in retrest for the 
beach and were immediately pursued by the mob which was 
led by a brother-in-law of the injured women. The 
Chinese were armed with pitch forks, fish spears and 
other dangerous weapons, and speedily overtook the re- 
treating party. One men attempted to wound Captein 
Fletcher with a pitch fork whereupon Mr. Langley, who 
head fallen down, drew his revolver and fired, the bullet 
striking the Chinese in the wrist. At the same time ano- 
ther Chinese attempted to disable Mr. Langley with a 
barbed fish spear and was only prevented from doing so 
by reason of civilian clerk Richard Gray of the "General 


Alava", who hed run from the beach to the rescue of the 


party 
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party, shooting him, the first bullet taking effect in 
the left Wy it Peat forearm, neither of the wounds, 
however, being fatal. The sailors hearing the shots in- 
mediataly went forward to the scene and thereupon the 
Chinese rapidly retreated. WNone of the Americans were 
injured except in the way of bruises, several blows having 
been struck by the Chinese, The party went on board the 
ships which immediately left for Nganking where a full 
statement of the affair was made to the Governor, who at 
once apologised for the incident, sent men to secure the 
shot guns of Admiral Train and his son, and ordered the 
punishment of the ringleader, who was one of the wounded 
men. It was reported to Admiral Train by the Governor 

that the men were not dangerously wounded and upon pay- 
ment being made of a sufficient sum to insure proper me- 
dical treatment, the Governor expressed himself as entire- 
ly satisfied and very sorry thet such en unwarranted attack 
should have resulted from an accident. 

The shooting byPilot Langley and Clerk Gray 
was entirely on the defensive and the prompt ection of Mr. 
Langley saved Captain Fletcher from severe wounds, while 
that of Mr. Gray undoubtedly saved the life of Mr. Langley, 
as he was entirely at the mercy of his assailant who was 
using a weapon which would have had a deadly effect. Ad- 
mirel Train took the statements of all connected with the 
affair. 


This incident wes not reported in Shanghai 
or elsewhere until October 30th and upon hearing of it, 
I started an immediate investigation to substantiate the 
truth of a newspaper report, but was unable to get much 
satisfaction and consequently awaited the arrival of the 
party, having been telegraphed that they were nearing 
Shanghai. The Chinese locally have net expressed any un- 


favorable 
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favorable opinion about the matter although several of 
the papers have mentioned.it. I called upon the Shanghai 
Tact'ai on October 30, and explained the affair to him 


as well es I was able at that time. He expressed himself 


as entirely satisfied that the injury to the Chinese 
women was the result of an accident and said that he 
would make due explanation to the Chinese if necessity 
arose.

matter I might send would, in all probability, be some- 
what in duplication. However, I will go over the subject 
carefully with Mr. Burrill and if I find anything further 
to send will endeavor to do so. 
In this connection I beg to oll the atten- 
tion of the Department to the fact that on account of 
the large amount of work of various kinds éavel vine ; 
upon me, it hae been almost an impossibility to devote 
any time to trade reports. The duties of Consul General 
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in Shanghai are exceptionally heavy, owing to the pecu- 
liar conditions obtaining; the work of the Court is 
constant and requires close application; the probate 
functions also demand considerable attention; and in 
addition, I have the Postal Agency which necessitates 
steady service. There are many other duties not to be 
classified under these heads whith I have to perforn, 
and ag a general result it is almost impossible to give 
attention to matters like that called for in the circu- 
lar before me. I make this statement frankly and can 
only say that I will give to such instructions of the 
Department my earnest attention with the hope that I 
may be able to comply. I may say in addition that each 
employee of this Consule? establishment is kept exceeding- 


ly busy and that an ample amount of work could be found 


for many more men.

His physician 
reports that there is no immediate danger, but that 
the result of the disease cannot be determined for 
some Gays. It is indicated however that Mr. Burrill will 
make @ good recovery. 

Mr. Burrill has been working very hard on 
his reports and the labor incident thereto has been 
greatly increased by the difficulty in obtaining the 


statistical information necessary. The impediments 
thrown in his way, by Chinese methods and: business. 


proceedure here generally have worried him greatly 
and have undoubtedly contributed largely to his break 
down. 

I ask that this information which is given 
entirely without the knowledge of Mr. Burrill be com-

SiR: 

I heave the honor in connection with the 
boyéott agitation, which has been, and is, so pronoun- 
ged of late in Oanton, to report the following: 

The news reached Shanghai a few days ago 
that a great mass meeting hed been held in Oanton 
recently for the purpose of honoring the heroism ‘and 
virtues of one Feng Hsia-Wei or Feng A-Wei, a Chinese 
who, ee reported, had died in Shenghai for the benefit 
of his country, it being stated that he committed 
suicide in the Americen Consulete General here, thus 
showing hie patriotiem in the boycott cause. It is 
reported from Canton that tremenduous excitement was 
ceused by this meeting, that the news of it was sent 
broeGcast throughout the southern provinces, and that 
the name of thie Chinese will hereafter be held sacred 
on account of hie greet sacrifice. In view of ell 
this, , I feel it proper to offer the facts in order 
thet the Department may be advised in event of an in- 
correct report reaching Washington. 

On the afternoon of the 16th of July, 
1905, there appeared before the United States Consulate 


in Whangpoo Roéd, Shanghei, e man who took a position 
on the opposite side of the street and there, after a 
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short time, was seen to drink from a bottle. He imme- 
diately fell and some of the men of the Consulate, who 
nappened to be within the building, observing him, 
carriea him to the shade and sent for a physician who 
immediately diagnosed the case as that of corrosive 
poisdping, the substance taken being muriatio acid. The 
man wae identified es a Jepanese by several bystanders, 
and accordingly was removed to the Japanese Consulate, 
put théve being doubt as to his nativity, he was sent 
to the General Hoepital, it béing believed at that time 
that he would survive. While at the hospital he reco- 
vered sufficiently to converse with a priest in Spanish, 
gave his age as twenty-four, his occupation that of a 
seilor, his nationality, a Filipino, and his name, Fernando 
Ruis. During the morning of July 17, he died, and upon 
the death being reported to me, I immediately sent a 
number of Filipinos to the hospital to see if the man 
wae a friend of theirs. No one recognized him but all 
esserted that he was of Philippine nativity, and, as ea 
consequence, I ordered his burial and peid for the same 
out of private funds. Thies death wae reported to the 
Department in accordance with Form 192 on July 25, 1905. 
Nothing more wee heerd about the matter un- 
til the Sth of August, when I received a note from the 
Shanghai Taot'ai stating that he had received a petition 
from one Liang Tu of Hsiang San Hsien about Feng Hsia-VWei, 
& relative, a native of Ning Hai, who hed then traveled 
end studied in America, leaving San Francisco for China 
on the 15th day of March, 1905, and alleging that the 
said Feng Heia-Wei was the man who had taken poison in 
front of the American Consulate General on the 16th of 


July . The Taot'ai having been petitioned by this rele- 
tive 
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tive for the disinterment of the body in order that it 
might be reinterred at home, I was asked for & statement 
of the case and for permission to remove the body, it 
having been buried in the foreign cemetery on Bubbling 


Well Road. Although this request was a matter of great 
surprise to us, I immediately obtained the necessary 
permit and had the body turned over to the claimants, 
together with the papers which consisted of an unimport- 
ant memorandum and e@ slip upon which was written that 

he was gled to die for his country. 

I can not find that the Department has been 
advised of the fact that Fernando Ruis was apparently 
not a Filipino, and for that reason and in order that 
a true history of the case may be written so far as it 
concerns this Consulete, I send this. To the best of 
my knowledge and belief, every effort was made to iden- 
tify the man, and we had no intimation of hie being ea 
Chinese until the information given above arrived. I 
may state that subsequent to the disinterment several 
of the rabid Chinese newspapers of this city referred 
to the suicide as "the one who was murdered by the 
American Coneul General". As suicide igs @ very common 
procedure among the Chinese when they desire to show 
their loyalty or to enforce ea grievance against an enemy, 
no further attention was paid to the case and it has 
remained quiescent until the recent revivel at Canton.

I have the honor to transmit herewith a 


copy of a letter addressed to me by the Executive 
Committee of the American Association of China in 


rélation to the present aspect of the boycott and their 
views in general upon the situation. A copy has al- 
ready been transmitted to the Minister in Peking. 

While a great deal of that set forth in 
this letter is distinctly true, there is also a great 


deal of it which, in my opinion, is theoretical and 
speculative to a considerable degree, it is a fact 
thet the trade in American goods for places in central 
and southern China is suffering, but that condition 
also confronts merchants of other nationalities, all 
commerce at the present time being curtailed. As 
explained in a previous despatch, the close of the 
northern markets naturally mede merchants endeavor to 
place their products in regions not effected by the 
wer, and the result, according to unprejudiced testi- 
mony, is an overstocked market. It is to be admitted 
also thet the boycott is still on in some places but 
it can not be contended that it exists in any volume 
in Sheanghei. The students are still talking, making 
fiery speeches, and endeavoring to stir up trouble, 
but the back-bone of the boycott is broken and it will 
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be hard to create an organization spproximating the 
strength of that in the first instance. There is no 
posting of plecarde or open antegonism to Americans in 
Shanghai although the Chinese newspapers daily contain 
unfriendly utterances and are endeavoring thereby to 


keep the boycott matter before the people. In respect 
to the stetement concerning the merchants, I am in full 
accord with the opinion of the American Association, 
knowing absolutely thet they ere heartily sick of ‘the 
boycott and want nothing more to do with it or with 
those who inspired it. In addition to that knowledge 
it can be stated positively that the leader of the boy- 

cott, Teeng Shao-Ching, is reluctant to appear again : 
in eas prominent a light as he wae three months ago and : 
thet he is now advising absolute suspension of action } 
until the treaty matter 1° settled. As a general pro- 
position, however, I fully agree with all that the Amer- 
ican Association says in relation to the attitude of 


the students and of the reform class generally. Their 

position is vicious in the extreme and it will take 

but very little to make them step over the bounds in 

the future. But, in saying this, I do not concede that 

the boycott as it was expressed in the beginning and 

as it developed, exists to any degree in Shanghei or 

the outports at present. | | 

However, there may be a condition quite 

,@8 Serious, and perhaps more so, developing. There is 

ample evidence on 611] sides thet anti-foreign feeling 


is getting stronger each day. It is expressed in the 
attitude of the officiels from the Viceroy of these 

provinces down. Heretofore there hes been no question } 
of the right of Americans to trade at treaty ports; i 
to own land there; end to live there. Now apparently, 
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such right is being questioned daily. There are cases 
of this kind at Banking, Chinkieng, Huchow and at 
various other places in the Yangtse valley and in the 


delta country. In this Consulate General at the present 
time are pending a great many land cases which apparent- 
. ly eannot be settled with the Chinese, and in almost 


every instance the matters involve an absolute repudiat- 


ion of contract agreements by the Chinese. In cases 


involving suite between Chinese and foreigners the con- 
dition of antagonism is becoming marked; in towne fer 
up the Yangtee valley, like Changsha and Chenchou in 
Hunen, rumors of anti-foreign feeling ere prevalent; 
in the outports near to Shanghei the same feeling of 
antagoniem is reported by all foreigners. It may be 
stated) broadly that there is anti-foreign egitetion 
going on everywhere but whether it will amount to any- 
thing, and whether it is to be teken very seriously, 
are questions which only the future can determine. 

in @ letter from Hankow a conservative 
man writes as follows: "The whole condition is daily 
leading to e more serious affair than a boycott. 
While boycott is the word used for the present unrest, 
I am etrongly inclined to believe thet there is some- 
thing back of it which the Chinese officials themselves 


are loath to have the foreigners know. The many secret 
societies along the river are getting more active and 


more powerful, and at the present time anti-foreign | 


pamphlets are being distributed constantly. One pamph- 
let, ‘The Alarm Bell', is being very freely given out 
ell along the river." i 
Statements similar to this could be collect- 
ead from numerous sources, all of which are apparently 
entitled to respect. It is generally recognized that 
internal 
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internal disturbances in China are imminent and are apt 

to exhibit themselves at any time. Those best informed 
say that at no time in the past have they seen the masses 
of the Chinese so given to comparative independence 

and belief in their own ability. Attention is called 

to the demand for the cancellation of foreign concessions; 
to the general attitude in matters with which foreigners 
heretofore would have had a part; and to various other 


evidences of a somewhat similar character. The movement 
is general and is being urged in every conceivable way. 
Considering the general market conditions 
in connection with this anti-foreign feeling, it is not 
therefore a stretch of the imagination to say that it 
is not the continuation of the boycott. The boycott 
supplied the originel motive, and is perhaps furnishing 
some of the fuel for the flame: now, but other causes are 
at work, and while the Chinese of this region will remen- 
ber thet the treaty with Americe is pending and that 
their boycott is @ powerful! weapon, they will also consi- 


der that the general cause of awakening Chine is more in- 
portent. The effect of the disturbance at Canton has 
hardly been observed here ee the Chinese of this section 
have no sympethy with the coolie labor class and the 
merchants do not hesitate to say so. 

The difficulty of dealing with the Chinese 
ie becoming more promounced each day, and under a still 
further development of these conditions, it will soon 
be almost an impossibility to accomplish anything in the 
way of direct bisinese. it is far from a satisfactory 
outlook but is greatly to be hoped that the evidences 
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are not as significant as they appear.

The Executive Committee of the American Associa- 


tion of China have had in consideration the present aspect 
of the Boycott, and the views we have arrived et we desire 


to convey to you, and through you to our Minister in Peking. 
A copy of this letter will be sent to the American Assoctiation 
in New York to be forwarded to the Department of Stete. 
From reporte it would seem that the Boycott in 
Shanghei is not es active as it wee a few monthe ago; but 
thus fer there has been very little trade in American goose 
for places in Central and Southern China. A congiderable 
amount of American goods has been sold, but the sale is almost 
exclusively to the Northern “orts, where the Boycott has been 
officially prohibited. 

But beside the question as to the degree of the 


Boycott of American goods in Shanghai and elsewhere, we deem 
it important to emphasise the fect thet the agitation has 
not ceased. There are some who think thet it hee not ever 
diminished. Certseinly the agitation shows a large degree of 
enimosity to our country, and a determination te injure the 
geod reputation which our country has hed in the pest and to 
minimise the friendly acts of our Government and people to- 
wards China. 

The only difference in the agitation today and 
Ghat of a few months ago, is that while ef the cutset it was 
carried on under the Leadership of the Chinesey merchants, 
it is now being continued almost exclusively by the student 
class; and while perhaps many of the Chinese merchants in 
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Shanghei are disposed to resume trade with the United States, 
they ere frequently intimidated by these very students. The 
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Chinese press has elnost /aaily references to meetings that 

are being held in Shengheai and other parte of China, with 
oceasional articles discussing the cuestion and urging that 

a etréng attitude be maintained againet the United States 
until some kind of justice is secured, implying certainly 

that the Americans have had no sense of justice at all. The 
studente have educational associations in nearly every im- 
portant city and they continue to meet together and pass reso- 
lutions condemmatory of our Government, and making excitebdle 
speeches in denunciation of nearly everything that the 
Americans have done. They ignore the edict that has been 
ieeued by the Throne, and seem determined to take things in 
their own hende, believing that they have better judgment 
than the officials in Teking. They are resolved to continue 
the agitation until e treety is meade that suite them, and 
they seem to ignore the fairnets that has been shown in the 
coneultation that ie made on the rart of the two Governments 
concerning e new and satisfactory treaty. A most eurprieing 
position wae letely taken by the Yorld‘e Students Chinese 
Federation, composed very largely of etudents who have studied 
in America, in which a telegram wes sent to the Chinere 


Minister at Yeshington, saying thet it was nonsense to telk 
of altering a treaty and recommending thet pest treaties with 
the United Stetee be abrogated. 

We are enclosing e few of the stetemcnts which 
have been made in the locel vernaculer prese. These will 
indicete the trend of feeling arong the young Chinese studente. 

Ye therefore venture to suggest thet, es a means 
of checking the current irrational agitation, the Chinese 
Government be moved to issue, throughout the Fmpire, a strong 
edict, condemnatory of the continued dissemination of falee 


eherges ageinst our people, and Government and forbidding 
under penalty, the @iffusion of euch cherges through the 


vyerneculer presse end by meane of other pubdlicetions. If 

may reasonably be urged that such literature pertakee of a 
seditious nature es being calculated to/nuntermine the friendly 
relations existing between the Governments of the two countries 
ana their peoples, and expressly in defiance of the spirit of 
the existing treaties between then, 


Our President end our Government have shewn 
great consideration for the wishee of the Chinese and ® willing, 
nese to modify both the treaty and the existing regulations. | 
And yet the Chinese are continuing to agitete, and no one seems 
to know whet exactly they want. It is our belief that it would 


be questionable policy for e new treaty to be signed while the 
egitation is continuing and that this view be brought to the 
notice of the Chinese Government, 

The Chinese would at once declare that they have 
compelled the United Stetes to ect justly, and that similer 
methods may well be employed in the future, whenever any inter- 
netional question needs to be settled. The Chinese heve al- 
ready steted that were it not for the Boycott the "resident 


would never have isened ordere to treat with fairness the 


exempt claeses coming to the United Stetee. 

The news now coming from South Chine tende to 
confirm the stetemente mede in the public printe that the late 
deplorable massecre of American miesionaries at Lienchow is 
direetiy the result of the ill-feeling engendered in the 
Kwang Tung vrovince by the continued reckless boycott agitation. 


Believing thet these are fitting suggestione-- 


suggestions which thie Committee hae been slow to make--and 
whieh are only wade on information conetently received of the 
continuation of the agitation egainst Americens, end of the 

injury to the prestige of our Country.

I have the honor to report that all Buropean 
and American merchants of Shanghei are constently receiv- 
ing statements from agents in the Yangtee valley and in 
the numerous cities adjacent to the effect that Japanese 
are establishing themselves in business and that every 
effort is being made to secure a firm foothold in trade. 
It is aleo said that in each Chinese city the Japanese 
colony is being eugmented elmost daily and that the new 


comers are entering Chinese schools, assisting on news- 

paper work, opening shops, participating in the carrying 
trade and in other ways engaging in the usual routine 
of Chinese life.Thée significance of this, according to 
common opinion, is that the campaign for commercial 


conquest is on by official direction, and that it will 
become more marked with each month. 

There is evidence sufficient in Shanghai 
itself, for each steamship from Jepan is landing a large 
number of Japanese immigrants, who are speedily absorbed 
by the already large Japanese population. The same rule 
is said to obtein at all the Chinese ports of entry. 

Up to this time no protest against this immigration has

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come from any Chinése source.

I have the honor to report that on the 
18th inst. the first section of the railway, whieh will 
eventually connect the city of Shanghei with that of 
Nanking, will be formally opened. This section, which 
only rune to Nesiang, ie of 10.70 miles in length, but 
the succeeding section to Wangdu is practically com- 
pleted and will probably be opened for traffic by the 
firet of the year. : 

: The Shanghai end Nenking Reilroad is 
being built by British capitel under the superintendence 
of English engineers; the bonds have been sold in 
London and the profit sharing coupons of these bonis 
are now passing current as securities in China. It is 
therefore significant that even in advance of the open- 
ing of this railroad the Chinese gentry of this province 
of Kiengeu, together with Chinese officials resident 
in Shanghai, are already beginning to talk about ousting 
British capital, the cancellation of the concession, 
and the teking over the line in general. Charges are 
made that the edministration of the compeny has been on 
an unnecessarily expensive scele; that money has been 
wasted, as the cost per mile of the line will show; 
and that the Chinese, out of patriotiem, can not patronize 
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the road if it is under the practical domination of 


foreign interests. 
This is only another illustration of the 


prevailing sentiment in China against foreign particip- 
ation in affaires Chinese. From a foreign standpoint, 
the Shanghai ani Nanking Railroad has been well built 
and economically administered; there is every promise 
that it will pay lerge dividends and that it will be 

a most excellent agent in the development of the rich 
and fertile country through which it runs. The promise 
of trouble and emberrasesement which this last demand 

of the Chinese indicates hae stirred up the English 
community and has moved the North Chine Daily News to 
speak as follows: "The English corporation, which 

is building the reilroead, is the trustee of the bond- 
holders and can not relinguish its trust until every 
obligation has been acquired by the Chinese, and this 
is a fact which the Chinese Director of Railways must 
know perfectly well, but thet the Chinese should do 
this is prectically impossible. And it is a proof of 
the impotence of the Peking Government, as it is 
sarcastically called, that these agitations, which 

may at any moment in the present temper of the people 
become dangerous, are not firmly repressed. A strong 
man is wanted here to do what H. E. Yuan Shih-Kai 

has done in the north. If strong meesures are not 
taken soon there will be trouble in the south, which 
may extend to the Yangtse valley; and this demand thet 
no more concessions shall be granted on any terms 

and that existing concessions shall be cancelled or 
resumed, are all symptoms of whet may become a very 
menacing enti-foreign feeling, which the Government is 
not stirring itself to abate. In the interest of all 


foreigners 
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foreigners in China, it is to be hoped that Baron 
Komura Will be very firm at Peking in his demands for 


an extension of the principle of the open door and an 
equal opportunity for e11 in Chine.” 

In this connection it may be stated that 
those best informed as to the probabilities state that 
now that the Chinese have taken over the Canton and 
Hankow Railway and the concession governing the line, 
they will: mot know whet to do with it, and yet under 
the feeling which exists at present will not dare to 
enlist other foreign support, unless it be that of the 


Japanese. The latter issue is considered to be the 
most probable. At a recent dinner in honor of the | 
birthdey of the Emperor of Japan, the Chinese Treaty | 
and Railway Commissioners who were present all announ- 
ced their belief in Japan, extolled the brotherhood 
thet exiets between the two countries, and seid that 
from thie time on they would go hand in hand.

I have the honor to report that at a con- 
ference with the Chinese officials November 2éra, I 
was esesured that there is an absolute suspension of all 
boycott proceedure, although it was acknowledged that 
the student organization for that purpose is being main- 
tained, and that Tact'ai Teeng Shao-Ching has been made 
the Chairman of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce boycott 
Committee. The duty of thie committee, however, is 
stated to be that of controlling any further boycott 
expression, it being believed that there is no further 
necessity for active measures at present. 

- The American merchants essert that in some 
instances the Chinese refuse to take delivery of goods, 
but as it is generally conceded that trade is dull and 
the market very much overstocked there may be essed xee- 
sons for such instances. As a. general rule hewever there 
is little boycott complaint in Shanghai, and while there 
is anti-American sentiment, as well as anti-foreign, in 
the Yangtse ports, there has been no trouble reported.

As stated in the despatch mentioned above,

I have the honor to state that Mr. Chang 
Kam, the principal clerk in the Shanghai office of the 
Chinese Imperial Customs, has applied to me for aid in 
the matter of the readmission of his son, Yu Chuan Chane, 
to America. The cireumstances which I have investigated 
and found correct are as follows: Yu Chuan Chang, was 


one' of seven Chinese students who went to the United 
States four years ago to enter Yale, presumably with 
special passports. He completed his course at Yale last 
June and left for Germany, where for some months he has 
been pursuing studies at Chaerlottenberg, Berlin. It 

had been his intention to return to Shanghai next year, 
but recently he has been sdvised of his appointment as 
one of the Secretaries to be attached to the Chinese 
Imperial Commission which is about to proceed to the 
United States and Europe. He has been directed to await 
the arrival of the party in America, it being thought 
that he ie still in the United States. To comply with 
these instructions Yu Chuan Chang endeavored to obtain 
@ special passport from the American Fmbessy in Berlin, 


but apparently it was refused, and consequently he has 


written to the Chinese Minister at Weshington asking him 


to see if his re-entrance cannot be arranged without 


necessitating 
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necessitating his return to Shanghai. His father 
desired me to vise a paseport to be obtained from the 
Shanghai Taot'ai but as I cannot legally do so under the 
circumstances I am writing this in the hope that the 
Department of Commeroe and Labor can make some speciel 
arrangement. Yu Chuan Chang ie distinctly a member of 
the Imperial Commission party and e certificate to that 
effect can be obtained when the Commission reaches 
Shanghai. Enclosed is a late photograph which can be 
used for identification. 

Inasmuch as this young _ is a member 
of an important family and is in every way worthy of 
any courtesy, I hope there will be no trouble over his 
readmission. I would ask respectfully that the purport 
of this be communicated to the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. This despatch is sent in duplicate for that 
purpose.

I have the honor to submit the following 


for such consideration ae may seem proper. 

The proposition to establish a District 
Court of the United Stetes in Chine under our extra- 
territorial rights having been made, it seems my duty 
to give that which I conceive to be a statement of fact 
in relation to the necessity and to the subject in 
general. Thet which is to follow is submitted with all 
deference to the opinion of others who have considered 
the matter. 

The righte to maintain courts in China 
under extra-territoriality is now exercised by all 
mations having consular representatives, but of them ell 
only Englend has seen fit to enlarge upon the original 
plan, and that by the creation of a Supreme Court which 
sits at Shanghei end has original as well es eppellate 
jurisdiction. This court was made more or less necessary 
by the magnitude of English commerce and by recognition 
of the incongruity of the consuler and judicial functions. 
The volume of business before the Puglish Court here 
hes never been large, and despite the fact that ample 
euthority for the enlargement of its personnel by the 
appointment of more assistant judges has been given, there 
has 
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nas been no increase. Furthermore the title of Supreme 
Judge has been affiilled, and the inoumbent is now simply 
judge with an assistunt, and e crown advocate. Even with 
this limited steff the Shenghai judiciel work of England 
is easily performed. In all other consular stations in 
China the English commissioned consular officer performs 
the judicial work, with essistance, when needed from 
the court et Shanghai. Only at Tientsin is there as 
amount of work requiring much time, the judicial duty 
at other places being very light. 

That which obtains es to English interests 
is naturally less marked as to American. Although I 
am not in possession of the statistics as to the Consul- 
ates of Newohwang, Tientein, Chefoo, Hankow, Nanking, 
Hangchow, Foochow, Amoy and Centon, it is common report 
that legel business is infrequent with possibly the 
exception of Tientsin, and even there to judge by the 
British return it is of comparatively small volume. 
Shanghai unquestionably hae more than any other ané the 
statement is freely made that it has more than ell the 
others combined, this being due to the lerger American 
interests, to the greater American population, and to 
the character of thet population. Accepting such 
estimates as only partly true, a just appreciation of 
the whole can perhaps be reached by considering the 
Shanghai court work in that proportion. The American 
population of Shanghei is now about one thousand, count- 


ing men, women and children; the American attorneys 

number seven, who practice in all the Consular Courte 

end especially in the Mixed Court which has a large 

amount of Chinese litigation. The cases brought before 

the Amerigéan Court can not be averaged by short periods, 
but 
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put the mumber filed and heard since May 29th 1905 to 
date -- @ period of six months -- has been thirty one, 
this not including police cases which are quickly disposed 
of, involving usually petty misdemeanors. An inspection 
of the past records shows that this is about the usual 
number for the half year. Under such a statement it is 
4ifficult to perceive the necessity for any separate 
judicial department not only for Shanghai but also for 
Chine when it is remembered that many of the Consulates 
go for months without ea case. Pleinly speaking, I oan 
not see how a judge or court officers, attending to 
American court work exclusively, oonld find enough to 
keep them working even e@ small portion of each day throuh- 
out the year. 

This statement, apparently in opposition 
to the proposition for a court, is not made with a view 
of mainteining the present system for Shanghei. In such 
@ plece as this the duty of trying even ae few cases is 
not only burdensome but also embarrassing to the Consul 
General. His ordinary work is heavy, the demands on 
his time excessive, and the conditions peculiar. By law 
he is required to encourage an amicable settlement of 
controversies, and in Shanghei, where attorneys are in- 
dustrious, such endeavor may well lead to compromising 
results. Furthermore combining the functions of a judge 
and ea consular officer, while it gives the authority 
needed in such a place as Shanghai, oftentimes affects 
the true duty of the office. In view of these statements 


I hope to be acquitted of the suspicion that I am writing 


in any way in my own interest. 
If it is thought proper to relieve the 
‘Consul General of this judicial work -- a conclusion I 


earnestly 
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earnestly advocate -- the result desired can be accomplish- 
ed by an act providing thet e Viee Coneul General at 
Shanghai shall be e lawyer in good standing, who shall 

have charge of judicial work, civil, criminel end probate, 
that the same powers judicielly formerly possessed by 

the chief commissioned officer shall be vested in him, 

and that in his absence or disability the Coneul General 
shall serve temporarily. Such a Vice Coneul General 

shoulaé of course be granted an adequate salary, and be 
given the assistance now afforded by the Consular Marshel. 
If this plan was inaugurated for Shanghai, and applied 

to Tientein and Canton when needed, I believe every re- 
quirement of the present and perhaps the future would be 
supplied. The Alaskan Civil and Criminal Code could well 
be adapted for use in China, but even with the common 

law procedure es of the present there would be no trouble. 
If the appeal could lie to a legal officer at the Legation, 
it would round out a system which would last as long as 
extra-territoriality, and be compact and inexpensive. 

The preservation of Consular authority is a matter of no 
small moment in Shanghai, especially,and under such «a 

Plan as that suggested above there would not be the slight- 
est ebridgment of it. The British by the establishment 

of their separate court were confronted with this embarass- 
ment and the effect of it is still noticeable. 

Another good result to accrue from the 
system proposed would be that of giving sdditional work- 
ing force to an undermanned Consulate - a place where 
conditions are apt to arise at any time calling for more 
Work then can possibly be performed with the present 
steff. 

It may be mentioned thet this is practically 
the 
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the sy8tem of the Germans and that it works admirably. 


At times when the judicial work has been 
pressing and other matters have had to be laid aside, 
I have thought that a separate court might be needed, 
and have so expressed myself, but in the light of six 
months experience I now feel that I should pregent the 
facts, and suggest a remedy which will meet all the 
conditions. I do not assume to speak for the other 


Consulates. My observation relates only to Shanghai 


and here I know that the plan I have outlined will be 
all sufficient and a great aid to the general consulate 
work as well. | 
I reiterate that by this statement I have — 


only endeavored to advise the Department of conditions 
which are a matter of record and easily susceptible to 
proof. If it is deemed necessary to create the Court 
I will do all in my power to aid the new department, 
but I do not care to remain on resord as believing that 
anything akin to the British Court is needed. The 
peculiar work of this Consulate, in my opinion, demands 
men to keep in touch with our business interests in- 
finitely more than any extensive judicial system.

They will seil from Shanghai on 
the Steamship Siberie on December 19th, and as this des- 
patch will go by the Canadian Pacific Steamer on the 16th, 
it will reach Weshington in ample time to transmit notifi- 
cation to Sen Francisco before the Siberia arrives.

I have the honor to state in relation to the 
poyoott on American goode and to the reporte of anti- 
foreign feeling that careful consideration of the con- 
ditions does not lead me to believe. that entire credence 
should be given to the statements which I know are being 
sent abroad from Chine and in some instances to the 
Department itself. Apparently it is e very easy matter 
for some people whose plans and schemes are being inter- 
fered with to find evidences of violent anti-foreign 
feeling among the Chinese, and es is usual, the theories 
concerning this sentiment grow in tranemiseion from one 
to another, but when the facts are investigated and all 
things are weighed, it is customary to find thet a great 
deal has been made out of very little and that foreigners 
@6 well as Chinese are to blame. However, at the present 
time there is unquestionably some justification for the 
belief that anti-foreign feeling in connection with the 


boycott has arisen and in some pleces is developing to 


@ dangerous degree. It was but natural to suppose that 
after an acute disorder like that of the boycott there 
would be @ long period of time before its effect could 
be gotten out of the minds of the masses. It has also 
been stated répeatedly to the Department that the boycott 


sentiment 
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sentiment would travel slowly towards the interior and 
thet as soon as it had teken root it would be hard to 
eredicate. That ie the situation at the present time as 


far as the Yangtse Valley population is concerned. While 


the boycott is not active, it is yet in evidence in a 
suspicious and perhaps semi-unfriendly attitude of the 
people. The effect of the placards and posters illustrat- 
ing the Chinese idea of the ill treatment of their people 
in America could not naturally be dispelled by an edict 


from Peking or by an order from a Viceroy or Taot'ai. 
It ie not strange, therefore, that in places where people 
depend entirely upon the passing throng for their news 
: that the boycott talk still exists and that action under 
the cause is some times taken. Nor is it strange that 
while such feeling exists there should be some anti-foreign 
expressions end conduct. The Chinese of the interior do 
not readily distinguish between the natione, as in the 
vast majority of individual cases the language of all 
foreigners is equally unintelligible. Heving heard that 


the Chinese have e grievance against one nation, it follows 
as @ sequence in China that all people not of their own 
should be regarded with dietrust. This feeling, however, 
does not extend to the Japanese, and as they: ere slowly 


but surely penetrating to every centre of Chinese population 
and are there advocating their own concerns and incident- 
ally assailing those of foreigners, it is more than pro- 
bable that some of the present day condition can be attrib- 
uted to them. In fact, a good deal of the anti-foreign 
Scare among Europeans and Americans can be traced to the 
belief that the Japanese are telling the Chinese things 
to the detriment of other nations. 

There is in Shanghai a divided opinion as to 
whether the boycott is really in operation or not. That 
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it exists in some ways can not be denied, but that it 
flourishes and is in any way a popular cause is absolute- 
it untrue. All business is dull, but that can be account- 
ed for by the approach of the China New Years, when settle- 
ments are to be made; the market is still overstocked with 
foreign goode and is likely to remain so for some time to 
come; the studente are preserving their organization and 


perhaps ere getting bolder in — public utterances; 


the guilds are asserting their power in some ways which 
may be connected with the boycott idea; and finally, the 
leader of the boycott, Tseng Sheo-Ching, has been emboldened 
to come out from cover and publish a letter relative to 
his demands. A copy of thie letter I enclose as it illust- 
rates the attitude of these people. While the publication 
of thie letter created no comment, it was promptly return- 
ed to the writer with the informetion that he should con- 
municate with the Diplomatic Officials at Peking through 
the Chinese Officiels. Taking 11 things into consideration, 
therefore, I cen not see that there hes been any great 
resurrection of the boyoott in Shanghai, but in saying 
this, I wish to be understood as of the opinion that it 
is simply under suppression and thet it is very likely to 
come again if the result of the American Congressional 
discussion of the Chinese question is unsatisfactory to 
them. I believe, however, that the influence of the mer- 
chante end perheps of the guilds, as well as that of the 
officiel olass, will be sufficient to suppress the matter 
to a great extent, and if any other force is needed it 
will be supplied by other foreigners who now see a great 
menace to all their interests in any prolongation of the 
boycott cause. The incident of the Mixed Court of 
Shanghai, which is reported in another despatch, is suf- 
ficient to bring all foreigners to a realizing sense of 
the 
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the danger of allowing the Chinese to become excited ever 
any cause which is antagonistic to a foreign netion. I 

an keeping constantly in communication with the Chinese 
officiale and am urging the promptest measures in the sup- 
pression of any boyoott talk, my hope being that if actuel 
poycott does come again ite force will have been lost by 
early edmonitions and action from the government. 

The prevalence of disoussion as to anti-foreign- 
ism and to boycott matters led me to go to Nenking last 
week, there to see the Viceroy, Chou Fu, and to obtain from 
him an expression regarding these matters. I went to Nenking 

- on the United Stetes/Cruiser "Baltimore", was received in 
a moet cordial way and had a very satisfactory interview, 
the Viceroy assuring me that he would use every power at 
his command to suppress not only oycott sentiment 
but also any evidence of anti-fore om. He professed to 
be appreciative of the President's attitude towards the 
exempt classes entering America, asserted that he desired 
to have as many Chinese students as possible obtein their 
education in America, that he wished American instructors 
for his new Army, end that he would welcome any aid or 
assistance which Americans could give in the Liang Kiang 
Provinces. These essurances he repeated to Hon, W. J. 
Bryen, Who was in Nakking at the same time. 

While I was in Nenking « meeting in furtherance 
of the American boycott idea took place in Soochow, which 
is eighty-five miles from Shanghei. The Viceroy promised 
to issue stringent orders against any further meetings and 
telegraphed immediately to the Governor. 

My correspondence.from such pleces as Foochow, 
Hangchow, Yengohow and Wengchow often contain the most 
Sweeping statements as to the boycott and anti-foreignisn, 
but, as I have stated in the beginning of this despatch, 
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there is almost utter failure to give specific instances, 
and it is to be believed that to some degree the conclusions 
are mere generalities. However the longer one lives in 
China end the more one deals with the Chinese in an official 
way, the less, apparently, does one know as to what their 
action will be. This statement, which is almost equivalent 


to a maxim with foreigners in China, mey well serve in 


thie deepatch ac e frank sdmission that I am not at all 
positive as to my conclusions in regard to anti-foreignien. 
But thet which I have written is my best judgment of present 
conditions, and while there may be a dangerous sentiment 
developing, it is very difficult to establish the fact 
even to e small extent. It seems to me that a more reason- 
able interpretetion/ of the Chinese attitude towards for- 
éignere at thie time is that gained by considering the 
natural effect of the awakened spirit inspired by several 
causes. The example of Japan as preached by foreign 
taught Chinese is unquestionably the prime factor, but it 
wust be remembered in addition that the Chinese contact 
and acqueintance with foreigners and their affairs have 
been growing closer end more intimate with each month, and 
therefore it is naturel that under the spur of public 
discussion and official ection, such as we have seen of 
late, there should be some outward expression of it in the 
lives of all the people. "Chine for the Chinese" is indeed 
the populer cry, but that does not necessarily mean absolute 

antagonism and antipathy toward those of other races. They 
have been told that foreigners can not compete with them 
on their own ground if they take the initiative and for that 
reason may at present have somewhat of a contemptuous in- 
difference for foreign sid. Their ection in regerd to rail- 
way and other concessions would seem to indicate this, and 
there are many other instances equelly eas significant. 
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I have gone to this length in this matter 
pecause it seemed proper to give the point of view from 


Shanghai where a great part of the wealth and inteklligence 
of China is now centering. My observation has been en- 
larged by the opinions of many Chinese and I do not think 
that in the general conolusions herein stated I have under- 
estimated the potent factors nor failed entirely to see 
poth sides of the questions entering. There is, in my 
opinion, much respect to be given to the common sense of 
the view of an advanced Chinese who said not long ago 
that "China's attitude towards the world can only be con- 
strued now as anti-foreign by those who suffer from her 
“{néependence."” If this rule is applied generally no one 
can complein of the spirit although they may suffer from 
the act.

It has been five months since last I saw you. Owing 
to illmess, I am sorry to say that I have been unable to call 
upon you. 

I wish now to inform you that I have recently received 
from various cities in California telegrams in regard to your 
country’s taking up the discussion of the Exclusion Treaty. 

It is rumored that there ere still some proposals with which 
the Chinese are not satisfied. These telegrams ask that we 
forcibly fight this treaty; I have in turn sent these tele- 
grams to the outports. 

Recently Hawaii and the Philippines have become part 
of your country’s possessions. Formerly there was no exclusion 
law in these islands. I must ask that you, Sir, telegraph 
your Government informing it that at this time, while the 


discussion of this treaty is on, these two islands ought not, 


according to the old established custom which prevailed before 


their becoming part of the United States, to be subject to the 
exclusion treaty. If perchance America cannot condescend to 
our wishes in’ this regard even though our Government should 
Sign such a treaty our people will refuse to recognize it in 
that they will mutually instruct one another not to use 
American goods. To this they will hold fast which in turn 
will be of great harm to your country's merchants. 

Because of the fact that I believe that my country's 
and your country's friendly relationships are most substant- 
ial and I have also had the pleagure of one day's intercourse 
with you, and since I know what the intentions of my people 
are, I consider it my duty to inform you of the true circums- 
tances of this affair. I earnestly hope that you will despatch 
a telegram to your Government in order to forestall any 


difficulties 
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aifficulties which might arise after the matter is once settled. 


Naturally your country's labor unions are much to be dreaded: 


Rut the resolutions of our people are also to be taken into 
eccount. Because Sir, it is your duty to keep your country 
informed in these matters, I have taken upon myself to give 
you this information. I fear I have not been very explicit 
in explaining this matter to you, but I beg that you consider 
what I have said. I respectfully write you to inform you as 
to the true state of affairs. 

I avail myself of the opportunity to renew to you the 
assurances of my highest consideration.

In explenation of which, end for the in- 
formation of the Department, I beg to state that the 
Mixed Court of Shanghei was provided for by treaty and 
the xulees under which it has operated have been in force 
pines 1869. Since that time, dwing to the growth of 
Shanghei and to the inoreese and importance of foreign 
interesta, there has been necessity for frequent changes 
end extensions of the regulations, and these, in accord- 
ance with Chinese usege, have practicelly become ested- 
lished. Pour or five years ago « set of new rules end 
regulations wee prepared and forwarded to Peking for the 
approval of the Chinese Foreign Office and the Diplomatic 
Bosy, but epparentiy they were allowed to remain un- 
motions until during the very recent pest. Under the 
@treee of conditions which are now confronting the Chinese 


on t ine in Shanghai, and in other important places 
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- $o the proGeduré in the Mixed Court, this being caused dy 
reason of the fact thet the Municipel Council of the 
International Settlement of Shanghei hes been pressing for 
emendmenté of the rules and has been attempting practically 
to take Gharge of the Court, which is generally resognised 
es being unde? Chindde control, the only concession being 
thet foreign assessors shall sit with the Chinese magistrates 
in al] oases civil and criminal involving the rights of 
e foreigner or of foreign interests. The present Tect'ai 
of Shanghai hee resisted the attitude of the Municipal 
Couneil end has frequently demanded a complete restoration 
of Chinese righte in relation to the Mixed Court. In this 
matter he has been vigorously opposed by the Municipel 
Council, which is lergely British, and the British Assessor 
who hae been soting sccording to the wishes of the Municipal 
Gouneil. The rule has been thet the British Assessor site 
with the magistrate three days in the week, the American 
Assessor two, and the German Assessor one, but following 
out the plan of the Munieipsl Council, the British Assessor 
has been given jurisdiction over e disproportionate number 
of cases, it being beliewed that he woulé follow the lines 
epteblished by hie nationele in the Municipel Council. 
The Americen and German Assessors, however, heve endesvored 
to recognise Chinese righte ae fer es they could, and as e 
onbequence, this conflict of action hae giyen rise to dis- 
cussidse in the Consuler Body, whieh has ueuelly resulted 
in temipoFisgation, much to the Gisplessure of the Chinese 
who have seeied determined to secure their olf rights. 
I have reported thie metter frequently to the 
Legetion end urged the necessity for the afoption of new 
Tules, fearing thet there would some day be an outbreak 


which would jeopardise the relations between the Chinere 
and foreigners, Mx, Rockhill has repeatedly written to 
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ne thet he has ehdeevore’ to secure action upon the new 
» “eres bat thé Chinede heve pursued dilatory tactics ana 
‘nothing has bé6H Gowe. OF lete, however, Mr. Roékhill 
‘assures me, there has been indication of the Chinese being 
willing to eéjust the matter, end in a very recent des- 
pateh I wes aséured that an outcome could be expected soon. 
Matters Were in thie condition when on the Sth 
of this month a case involving elleged kidnapping was sent 
before the court by the Munieipel Police, and evidence to 
clear the defendants not being et hand, the case was re- 
nended. 4 Giepute immediately arose between the Chinese 
nagietrate end the Britieh Assessor as to the plece of 
confinement, the first advocating the Chinese Femele Prison 
and the second the Municipal Jeil. The place of confine- 
ment of female prisoners has always been one of the vexed 
questions, the Municipal Council claiming that the Chinese 
extorted "squeezes" from the women. The Police in thie 
instencs, by the order of the British Assessor, seised the 
prisoners end prepered to teke them out of court to the 
Municipal Jeil. Thereupon e general fight ensued in which 
Assistant Magistrate King/ who by the way is one of the 
three brothers who were stopped by the Customs authorities 
st Boston on the 24th of June lest, participated and was 
somewhat injured. After quiet hed been restored the Magist- 
rate ordered the court elosed, and in this setion he was 
sustained by the Tadt*e4 and the Viceroy et Fenking. During 
the Gays immediately following there was probably more anti- 
foreign feeling in Shetighei then at any time since the 
Boxer trouble. A very serious condition of affaires was pron- 
ised apd et the present time there is not much change. The 
Chinese have refused to reopen the court and ere preparing 
to institute a general boycott on foreigners if there dot 
some recognition of their demands. Tie Consular Body has 
been 
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vecn trying to adjust the matter but informiticn has réach- 

ei us from Peking that the question is béing tonsidered by 

the Diplomatic Body there end that in the meanwhile we ate 

to 4o mothing. The Court is now clesed, the jaile are filling 
up with prisoners arrested in the International Settlement, 
the Chinese are very ehgry and determined, andi all foreigners 
ere more or lese apprehensive of results. The English have 
ordered one or two additional war ships here and seem deter- 
mined to test the question of the control of the International 
Settlement. Public opinion, even among the British, as to 

the right in the matter is divided, but foreignere of other 
nationalities are elmost a unit in sympathy with the Chinese. 
It is probeble, however, thet the lecal Chinese officials 
will be instructed from Peking to preserve peace and that 

the negotiations now proceeding at Peking will lead to an 
emicable adjustment. It should be stated thet the Chinese 


openly assert that they have only received absolute justice 
from the American Consulate. 

IL thought proper to advise the Department of 
thie trouble eae at the time it was very serious and may 
yet develop into a dangerous condition,

18th. The preceding day was quiet and normal in 
every respect, it being marked as @ great event with 
the Chinese by the fact that the High Imperial Conm- 
mission had reached Shanghai on their way to America 
and all locel officials were engaged in entertaining 
them.

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preted as to the forerunner of a disturbance. The 
large majority of the foreign population and apparent- 
ly but few of the municipal authorities knew of the 
metter until the morning of the 18th, when upon all 
the prinéipal business streets it was seen that there 
was an absolute suspension of business, indicating 
thet the Chinese had gone on a general strike, as it 
is called here, meaning thereby to testify not only 
their disapproval of foreign methods but also of those 
of their own officials. Thousands of the rough element 
of the Chinese were brought over from Pootung, the 
city which lies across the Whangpoo River from Shanghai, 
and it is understood that these were liberally supplied 
with liquor of verious kinds and were told that a 
general movement against the foreigners was to be 
inaugurated. it is asserted with every color of truth 
that these rowdies were imported into Shanghai by the 
order of the principal guilds, it being supposed that 
such ection would go a long way towards terrifying the 
foreign population and bringing the municipal autho- 
rities to terms. This element, joining with the 
masses from the densely populated streets not only of 
the International and Frenoh Settlements but of the 
Native City, began moving toward Nanking Road, the great 
central artery of travel between the foreign resident 
district of the west side and the Bund. They were not 
long in getting to work. The Louza police station, 
situated just off Nemking Roed and about one mile from 
the river front, was the objective point, it being 
known that. many Chinese prisoners were confined there 
owing to the suspension of the Mixed Court. A mob 
began an attack upon this station shortly after nine 
o'clock, it being the first evidence of the real intent 
of 
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of the Chinese. Prior to this incident the great throngs 
of coolies along Janking Road had contented themselves 


with hooting and jeering at the foreigners. The crowd 
around the police station speedily broke down all bar- 
riers, battered in the walls of the prison portion of 
the building and released the prisoners, and then turned 
their attention to the building in which some of the 

police are quartered. The police hed been instructed 

by telephone not to use their arms, and as @ consequence 
the Chinese in overpowering numbers speedily forced a 
way into the barracks where they began to demolish 
everything. It was only ea few minutes until the build- 


ing was set on fire, several of the police officers 
being shut up in a smell room. Through a window which 
opened upon the street the Chinese attecked these with 
large bamboo poles, jabbing and striking at the officers 
who by thie time were almost suffocated by the smoke 

of the burning building. The police began using their 
revolvers, and finally breaking down the door leading 
to an office room, fought their way out through the 
flames. A volunteer force and a detachment of Sikh 
policemen having arrived by this time, the mod was 
fired on and guickly dispersed. While thie scene was 
taking place, another portion of the mob directed its 
attention to the Annex of the Metropole Hotel, which 


in a very short space of time was thoroughly looted and 
partially burned. Another section attacked the premises 
of the International Cycle Company, and after losing 
several of their number by the defense from within, 
forced the doors and began looting, all the sporting 
guns, ammunitions and bicyeles being taken. The 
occupants of this store escaped by the rear and with 
many other foreigners took refuge in the town hall which 
is 
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ie near by. The mod next attacked that building, and 


after breaking the windows were only repulsed by means 
of a continuous fire from the interior. The Chinese 


were now wild with excitement and were sweeping up and 
down Nanking Road like furies, assaulting and trying 
to kill all foreigners who were abroad, and in many 


instances endeavoring to loot Chinese stores. By this 
time @ large landing party from the British warships 
"Bonaventure" and "Astrea", first class cruisers, and 
the "Clio", a gunbost, was on shore and on the way to 
meet the mob. The volunteer force of Shanghai, which 
ie composed of about six hundred men, nearly ail of 
Englieh nativity, wes afield end was driving the mob 
back in many places. The foreign and Sikh policemen, 
who numbered about two hundred, had gathered from all 
parte of the Settlement and by good management these 
forces were pleced so that the mod found themselves 


opposed by gune at many quarters. The firing soon 
became general and the’ major part of the rioters melted 
away, although on account of the vast numbers of the 
Chinese participating it took e comparatively long 
time for the streets to become depopulated. It is no 
exaggeration to state that the Chinese more or less 
engaged in this matter numbered not thousands but tens 
of thousands many times over, but very few of them had 
fire arms, the vast majority being armed with clubs, 
bamboos, stones, brick bets and knives. By twelve 
o'clock the firing had practically ceased although minor 


disturbences were occurring in many parte of the oity. 
The foreigners, many of whom were prevented from leaving 
the residence district, took refuge with their families 
in country clubs and large buildings of various kinds. 
The 
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The better clese of the Chinese disappeared as if by 
magic, the densely populated streets with their teeming 
shops being apperently deserted. Few of the thousands 
of ricshes were to be seen and carriages vanished. By 
two o'clock the city was quiet and that condition 
continued through the afternoon. At nightfall, when 
it was expected that the Chinese would swarm into the 
main streets of the International Settlement again, 
there were few abroad, this being because all the war 
ships in the harbor had landed reenforcements and the 
foreigners had armed themselves as well as possible 
and were patrolling the streets. It was an anxious 
night but it passed without much disturbance, there 
only being a few shots fired. On the 19th at nine 
o’elock the trouble began again, comparetively smell 
parties of the Chinese venturing into the streets 
presumably more for the sake of prospective loot than 
for aggression against foreigners, Enoounters began 
to take place between these and the armed forces, and 
for a time it wae feared that the scenes of the day 
before were to be repeated. However, this crisis was 
elso passed, and under the stern control of nearly 
fifteen hundred sailore, marines and volunteers, Sheng- 
hei hes lived quietly since. 

The casualties resulting from these incidents 
have been almost impossible to estimate accurately 
owing to the fact that the Chinese mob speedily carried 
away a11 the dead and wounded and the funerals have 
been in seoret for fear of being identified with the 
disturbance. It is thought, however, by the police that 
et lease thirteen Chinese were killed outright or have 
@ied since, ang thet the number of wounded amounted to

perhaps five times thet mumber. Of the foreigners it- 
was supposed at first thet several hed been killed but 
with the return of peace it was discovered that while 
one was fatally injured there had been no deaths. The 
wounded, however, were numbered by the score, most of 
the injuries consisting in severe bruises, cuts and 
broken limbs. Property to the extent of perhaps one 
hundred thousand dollere was destroyed. Such conclusions 
when considered in the light of the spirit of the 
occasion on the pert of the Chinese, and in view of the 
fact that the Chinese outnumbered the foreigners eat 
least one hundred to one, are to be deemed as somewhat 
remarkable, it illustrating, however, the greet difference 
between an unarmed mob and a body of men under discipline. 
On the 19th the foreign forces were strength- 
ened by the landing of Japanese, Germen and Italien 
sailors, and on the 20th the United Stetes Cruiser 
"Baltimore", which had just arrived at Woosung, sent 
the gunboat "Villalobos" up stream to Shanghai with a 
landing party of one hundred and fifty five men. The 
arrivel of an Austrien cruiser and also of a Japanese, 
German and French, gave still further reserve force. 
In addition it was known that the British Cruiser 


"Andromeda", with two torpedo boat destroyers, had 

been telegraphed for to Hong Kong, which would provide 
several hundred more men. With such protection the 
nervousness as to the conditions disappeared and the 
Chinese were convinced thet it was useless to offer 
opposition. As is apparently customary in such matters, 
the peculierity of the Chinese character from the for- 
eign point of view immediately asserted iteelf, for the 
very people who had been urging the Shanghei Taoct'ei 


and 
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and the Chinese authorities generally to resist so- 
called foreign aggression then began to blame the 
officials for having permitted such a disturbance to 
take place. It is well known that some of the guilds, 
and especially the Cantonese, were lergely, if not 
entirely, responsible for the order to suspend Chinese 
business. Further, it is an eatablished fact that 
money for the use of those who organized the mob was 
furnished from these sources. Under the stress of 
these conditions the Shanghai Taot’ai, who several days 
before had haughtilywaived aside all proposals for a 
friendly discussion of the Mixed Court trouble and who 
hed demanded things which could not be granted by the 
representatives of the foreigners, appealed to the 
Comenler Body to help him out of his difficulty, stating 
that if he now yielded to the prayers of the Chinese 
merchants and restored order and the old state of affairs 
by reopening the Mixed Court, he would be mobbed, his 
yamen burned, and himeelf ruined in the eyes of his 
people generally. The Mixed Court dispute, which has 
been reported in a despatch preceding this, being the 
Sole cause of this outbreak on the part of the Chinese, 
became as a matter of course the main point of contené- 
ion in the discussion of a settlement between the 
Chinese authorities and the Consular Body representing 
the foreigners. The removal of the British Assessor, 
Mr. Twymen, the punishment of the police who had partici- 
pated in the fracas in the Mixed Court on December 8th, 
and the banishment from the Mixed Court of certain 
police inspectors to whom the Chinese objected, were 
the terms proposed, but as the British Foreign Office 


hes instructed the British representatives in Peking 
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and Shanghai not to yield in relation to Mr. Twymen, 
and as the Diplomatic Body at Peking had given the 
Consular Body of Shanghai instructions that there were 
to be no amendments and alterations of Mixed Court 


procedure until the question of the new rules wes 
settled between the Waiwupu and the Diplomatic Body, 
there could be no acquiescence in the Teot'ai's demands. 
The result of it all was that the Taotai, in expecta- 
tion of the arrival of Viceroy Chou Fu who had bees 
ordered from Peking to go to Shanghai, there to investi- 
gate the difficulty and to punish the offenders, con- 


sented to reopen the Court, and thus from a foreign 


standpoint closedithe incident. It is very probeble, 
however, thet it ie far from completed on the Chinese 
side if the temper of the rioters against the Chinese 


authorities is now es strong es it is against the 


foreigners. It is more than probable that es a result 
of this incident Yuan, Taot'’ai of Shanghei, will be 


removed or will be transferred to some other place. If 
he escapes without personal injury or damage to his 
property from his own people it will only be because 
the Viceroy will find some way of appeasing the wrath 
of the people. It is almost certain, however, that the 
Taot’ai himetif will be called upon to pay to the for- 
eigners the damages sustained by the riot and this will 


be no small drain upon his purse. 

The effect of this riot and of the matter 
in general will assuredly be in the way of lessening 
‘any degree of Chinese control over affairs which are 


connected in any way with either the International or 

French Settlements. It has been contended for some 

time that Chinese sovereignty extended to all Shanghai 
outeide the ative City, and as « matter of fect it is 
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so provided for in the treaties, but the development 

of foreign interests and the great increase in Shanghai 
population, both foreign and Chinese, have caused a 
change of public sentiment in that respect and, as a 
consequence, many of the Chinese are as anxious to 

get rid once and for all of Chinese control as are the 
foreigners. The Chinese recognize the advantages of 
living under a government like that of the International 
Settlement, and while many of them have joined with 
their people in protesting ageinet the somewhat arbit- 
rary methods of the Municipal Council, they nevertheless 
have had little sympathy with the Chinese officiel 


processes as expressed by the Mixed Court. The necessity 
for a change of the rules of the Mixed Court has been 
conceded by nearly all the well-to-do Chinese, and were 
it not for the dominating influence of the guilds,which 
are prone to make a general cause out of a trivial 
individuel grievance, there would be little, if any, 
Opposition. Ase e consequence of all this it ie easy 
to observe that the Chinese of property think that 
benefit has been derived from the riot and many do not 
hesitate to so express themselves publicly. Some of 
the foreign population are determined that these dis- 
turbances in Shanghei ehall mark the end of the Chinese 
control of the Settlements, but others, aside from 
British, do not take kindly to any proposition which 
means supervision entirely English. In the days succeed- 
ing the riots the wildest rumors were afloat as to what 
it meant, some foreigners charging plainly that the 
whole event was the outcome of a conspirecy on the part 
of the British to gain control of Shanghai with the 
purpose of making it akin to Hong Kong. There is no 
attempt on the part of the British to conceal their 
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desire to enact some such program but it is recognized 
by them to be impossible in view of the treaties and 
the leree population of other netions established here 
in vablaces and by residence. Among the statements 
which are made concerning the cause of the Mixed Court 
trouble and its contingent incidents, one stands out 
clearly as an undoubted truth, end that is that the 
Municipal Council of Shanghai was largely responsible 
in forcing this iseue es to control of the Mixed Court. 
The question had been a mooted one for months and years 
and the solution appeared no nearer than ever before. 
Only by precipitating a crisis which would bring the 
whole matter to the attention of the Waiwupu at Peking 
end compel action did it seem possible to meke the 
points striven for. When the true history of this 
matter ie given, therefore, it will doubtless be found 
that the Mixed Court trouble, rather than having been 
inspired by the Chinese, as some of the English now 
Cleim, was the result of a deliberate purpose on the 
part of the Municipal authorities. There was a greet 
deal of idle talk about the ricts being directly attri- 
butable to anti-foreign feeling. Such anti-foreign 
feeling es wae exhibited by the Pootung coolies and by 
the Shanghei roughs is always, if not in evidence, in 
Suppression. But when it is stated that the vast mese 
of the Chinese in Shanghai have been indulging in anti- 
foreign sentiments, there is little respect to be given 
to the opinion. The American boycott feeling has un- 
doubtedly excited some resentgpent against foreigners, 
but one incident like that of the Mixed Court, in which 
it was represented to the Chinese that their interests 


and their rights being trampled upon by the foreigners, 
aid 
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4id more to stir up resentment and anti-foreign feeling 
than ell the causesof the recent past combined. One 


thing to prove such a conclusion is the fact that during 


the period of discussion before the riots many of the 
Chinese who head been the most bitter in the American 
boycott, publicly stated that the Americans, despite 


their treatment of the Chinese in America, were infinite- 
ly better friends than the Pnglish. 

) However, since my lest report concerning 
the boycott and anti-foreignism was made there have 
been events which might indicate that the professions 
of the Viceroy at Nanking and the assurances of other 
Chinese officials were more or lees in the nature of 
grim jokes. It is now known thet within forty-eight 
hours efter the Viceroy hed assured me that no boycott 
feeling would be allowed to exist a large meeting in 
accordance with placerds which hed been posted the day 
before was held in Nanking, and furthermore, that boy- 
cott sentiment reappeared in force at Soochow. However, 


neither of these incidents displayed much anti-for- 


eignism, and as far as the boycott is concerned they 


were accepted by the people only as vaporings of the 


students who are industriously trying to keep the issue 
alive, and who in Nanking seized upon the opportunity 
to give renewed expression to their views on account 
of the fact that « party of American officials hed just 
visited the Viceroy to telk about this subject among 
others. While, therefore, in the light of these events 
at Shanghei and elsewhere it may appear that my recent 
statements as to the boycott and anti-foreignism were 


lacking in accuracy and in perception, it can be seen 

that such e view is hardly just because with the Shang- 
hai troubles end their natural effect eliminated thee 
would 
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would be little aiditional to say. But with the 
news of the rioting in Shanghei and the killing of 
Chinese flying abroad, there immediately came a condi- 
tion in various places which boded danger. Soochow 

is unquestionably the headquarters of the boycott dis- 
cussion in this region at the present time. Meetings 
have been held there repeatedly and each Sunday a large 
crowd assembles to hear the students’ upom the question. 
Furthermore, instances of American goods having been 
refused have been reported, and events which could 

well be construed as antagonistic to foreigners generel- 
ly-have been observed. Soochow being only eighty-five 


miles up Soochow Creek and the Grand Canal from Shanghai, 


the reports of the riots here, greatly exeggerated, 


reached there, and es a result the missionary population 


which numbers perhaps one hundred, became greatly 
elarmed. Soochow missionaries, who were in Shanghai, 
immediately came to me to ascertain how they could be 
eided to escape in event of anti-foreign riots breaking 
out, there being absolutely no foreign protection. 


There.could be no satisfactory answer to such a question 


and therefore they were advised to send the women and 


children at least to Shanghai, here to await the develop-) 


ment of events. This advice has been followed to a 
great extent and several families have reached this 


city, here to remain for the present. The question 
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of effording relief to the American missionary population 


in pleces like Soochow, Huchow, Keshing, Shechsing and 
Hangchow hae been a matter of anxiety, it not being 
known what would result when the news of the Shanghai 
effair reached there. In consideration of the helpless 
condition of these people under any anti-foreignism 
that 
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that may arise, and after many consultations with the 
missionaries of Shanghai, I wired the Department asking 


for authority to incur expense to provide for the re- 


lief of the outport Americans in case of necessity, and 


in reply received the permission desired, for which I 


am grateful. I sincerely hope that such necessity will 


not arise but in event of it coming I have made prepara- 


tion for chartering steam launches and house boats which, 
could undoubtedly effect the service demanded. This 
situation, it seems to me, makes apparent the virtue of 
a suggestion which I made to the Department some months 
ago, namely, that of providing this Consulate General 
with a steam launch of adequete size for use not only 
in the harbor here and in commercial inquiry work upon 
the rivers and canals, but also for estalishing a 
closer communication between these outport Americans, 
who naturally look to their country's representation 
in Shanghai for aid and assistance in time of trouble. 
The latest reports received from the mission- 
ary stations are reassuring although it is stated that 
the Chinese are greatly excited by the news from Shang- 
hai. If there is any outbreak against Americans it 
will. probably come either at Soochow, for the reasons 
above stated or at Huchow, where the missionaries of 
the Methodist Church heve incurred the enmity of the 
Chinese authorities and people on account of a long con- 
tinued and bitter dispute over the ownership of some 
land. Every effort has been made to settle this diffi- 
culty but apparently without success as neither side 


is willing to make the concessions necessary to insure 


an end to the discussion. The Foreign Bureau of the 


Province of Chekiang recently notified Mr. Cloud, the 
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Vice Consul in Charge at Hangchow, that under a continuan- 
ce of the attitude of the missionaries upon the land 
question, the "“impetience of the people could not be res- 
trained much longer", which means that the Chinese will 
some day take the law into their own hands. I have re- 
presented to the missionaries at Huchow and to their 
associates in Shanghai the gravity of this situation and 
have requested them to do their best to bring about an 
amicable agreement. 

One good result likely to ensue is that the 
foreign population will now be a unit upon the question 
of suppression of any boycott on the goods of America 
or any other mation. Those who talk most about anti- 
foreigniem ascribe the incentive to the American boycott 
end a8 @ sequence assert thet the Chinese mst be given 
to understand that no further talk or action along boy- 
cott lines will be tolerated. The Consular Body as a 
whole will make this representation not only to the 
Taot'ai, whoever he may be in the future, but also to 
the Viceroy, and will do it in the very strongest terms. 
The time is opportune for such declarations because the 
Chinese will not soon forget the loss of face which has 
arisen through the condition just ended. All classes 
of the Chinese, from the guilds down to the coolies, feel 
thie and it is hardly to be expected that the boycott, 
egitation can gain much strength again without the fear 
of vigorous and united foreign interference. 

The United States Cruiser "Baltimore" is now 
anchored et Yoosung but will, in all probability, come 
up the river to the Shanghei anchorage in a few days and 


will remain for some weeks to come. The gunboat "Villalobos" 


which is now in Shenghai, will also remain. The "Elcano", 
gunboat 
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gunboet, is at Chinkiang and the "Quiros" at Kiukieng. 
It ig probable thet a cruiser will come from Manile to 
take, the place of the “Baltimore” for coast duty during 
her stay at Shanghai. 

In concluding this report I beg to say that 
as soon es I could reach the Consulate on Monday I wired 
Commander Sargent of the U. S. 8S. Baltimore at Chinkiang, 
informing him of the trouble in Shanghai and requesting 
the presence of his ship as soon as possible; then sent 
telegrams to the Minister, advising him of the situation 
and of my request to Captain Sargent; to the Department, 
and to all consulates within my district, telling of 
the riote in progress and requesting them to notify 
Americans. The days and nights immedietely passed have 
been exeeedingly busy ones for me ae a large number of 
refugees had to be provided for, and in addition, as a 
member of a committee of the Consular Body appointed to 
treat with the Chinese anthorities, I have been compelled 
to put in every spare moment. I am happy to be able to 
report that no American property suffered by the mob. 
Several Americans were sesaulted and robbed but the in- 
juries were slight and the property loss insignificant. 
It is my earnest hope thet affaire in Shanghai will now 
eseume @ tranquil state, as it seems to me that this city 
and foreign populetion have had more than a fair share 
of troublesome events in a time of peace.

I have the honor to state that, in any consi- 
deration that may be given to the matter of the establish- 
ment of e new judical process for the United States under 
our extra-territorial rights in Chine, the necessity for 
some revision of the laws releting to criminal prosecutions 
should not be forgotten. I have already suggested to the 
Department the advisability of applying some such criminal 
code as that of Alaska, and to support further my state- 
ment for the need of this reform I beg to call attention 
to the conditions of the present. 

Shanghai apparently is becoming the favorite 
rendezvous of a class which, under the stress of circums- 
tances, can easily overstep all bounds and become criminal. 
To the "beachcomber", so familiar to this coast, has been 
added those who, having gone to the Philippines on the 
chance of making a fortune or something akin to that, 
have drifted to Hong Kong and, finding conditions there 
undesirable, for their purposes, have finally lended in 
Shanghei. The Russia-Japan War attracted meny adventurers 
to the Chine coast and to Japan, and these at the end of 
the war began to come to Shanghai. And still, in addition, 
each steamer from the American coast lends in Japan or 


in Chine e number of people of both sexes who have no money, 
prospects, and apparently no occupation. Of all these 
there 
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there 18 @ certain number who are able to live by their 
wits and so get along in some way; there are others who 
readily resort to sharp prectices and finding the Chinese 
a more oF 1¢88 gullible people, immediately begin to 
impose upon them in ea financial way. Of all pleces 
Shanghei is one of the hardest on the unemployed class. 
Everybody hes to have money to live and, as & consequence, 
this undesirable American population when thrown upon its 
own resources speedily becomes involved in trouble, for 
even the Chinese will not submit to imposition and thievery 
very long. The netural result of these conditions is 

that if there wes any adequate way to punish those who are 
deliberately swindling the Chinese and trying to do the 
same to @ll foreigners with whom they come in contact, 
there would not be a jail in Shanghai big enough to hold 
them. Under the recent British Order In Council there is 
full authority to deport, but such a desirable privilege 
does not exist under the American practice, and therefore 


those who are known to be in debt to the extent of thousands 
of dollars must be either sellowed to go free and continue 
their depredations or on failure to satisfy a judgment can 
be arrested and be held on exactly the same principle to 
thet whieh obtained while the debtors’ prisons of England 
were in yogue. 

Another condition is shown in the case of 
J. M. Pavitt, an Americen, who deliberately took seventeen 
thousand five hundred Mexican dollars belonging to a 


Russian officer end left for Japen, where, in the security 
afforded by the Japanese laws, he virtually acknowledged 
his guilt and practically asks what is going to be done 
about it. 


Another case is that of %. B. Horwitz, about 


whom 
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whom I heve written and telegraphed to the Department, and 
have received the reply that he can not be returned to 
Chine. These two inetances, which show that an American 
committing @ crime in Shenghai is perfectly safe after 
leaving China waters, illustrate well the conditions which 
oppress us in the way of punishment for grave offenses, 
Uniess there is some amendment of the law which will permit 
the handling of cases like thie, it will mean, for one thing, 
thet the American name will be at a great discount in 
Chinese commercial centers, and, for another, that cities 
like Shanghai will become even more marked as ea place for 
refuge of criminal adventurere and worthless people. The 
every day business of this Consulate General demonstrates 
the gravity of thie condition. Claims against people of 
this class are filed by the dosens, and when no satisfactory 
recourse in the way of obtaining repayment of money and 
property wrongfully obtained can be afforded, the digust 
grows deeper and the criticism more bitter. It is rather 
herd to convey an adequate ides of the difficulties in this 
respect under which we labor and I doubt if there is eany- 
thing approximating en understanding as to the character 
of some of the American population of Shanghai. To one 
who is trying in every way to upbuild our credit on the 
basie of citizenship and to secure respect not only for 
our intérestse but also for those who represent them, it is 
ell very discouraging and ih some ways elarming. 
Everything that hes been said here I think will 
be sustained most heartily by the American Aseocietion of 
China or by any individuel American who is conducting an 
honest business in en honest way. I therefore earnestly 


and respectfully urge the consideration of these matters, 
and refs especially to the case of Horwits es a semple 
illustrating the necessity for not only adequate laws 
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but alee for some treaty provision which will enable the 
punishment of such offenders.

I heve the honor to sdvise you that Viceroy 
Chou Fu of the Lieng Kieng Provinces, whore seat is 
enking, ané in whose district the city of Shanghai 
lies, has appointed Mr. John Goodnow, ex-Consul Generel 
of thé United States at Shanghai, foreigh sdiviser as 
te thé Wiengpoo Conservancy work. ‘To explein: The Whang- 
poe River upon which Shanghai is situeted and which 


furnishes ite water way to the see, hes by agreement 
with the Chinese Government been declared susceptible 


to great improvement in the way of dredging, changing 
of ¢hannel ete, so as to enable ships of large draft 


to reeuh Shanghai. The Chinese after about five years 
of consideration have finally underteken to do all thie 
work, and to pay for it, the sum of 480,000 taels to 
be set aside each year for twenty yeare, The fofeign 
nations are to be represented in the work through ea 
‘Species of supervisory control exercised by the Consuler 
Body at Shanghei. The Viceroy bee already accepted the 
proposition of services made by Mr. de Rijke, a Dutoh 
6igineer who is really the father of the movement, end 
Mr. Goodnow, it is announced, will set on behalf of 
the Chinese Government. Whether such employment will 
cerry with it additional duties gheh es general advice 
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as to Chinese affairs in reletion to foreigners is not 
known, but it seems certein thet it will, There are 
many interesting conclusions to be drawn from this an- 
nouncement, but for the present I content myself with 
that which preoedes.

I have the honor to report thet Shanghai 


ig now in an entirely normal condition and that no 
evidences of the recent riotous disturbances exist 
save in the presence of the Viceroy and his troops, 


and the international forces eshore. The latter will 


be withdrawn in e few days, although it is probable 
thet the English will detain ea detachment until the 
indemnity question is settled. It is certain however 
that the English Cruisers “Andromeda”, "Astrea" and 
"Bonadventure" will remain in the harbor for some 
time. The payment of any indemnity for property de- 


stroyed will be resisted by the Chinese on the ground 
that since the riot occurred in the International 
Settlement, which is under foreign control, there can 
be no fault on the pert of the Chinese for any trouble 
which occurred there. The claims for property destroy- 
ed will not be large, the Municips] Government being 
the greatest loser and that through the burning of the 
Louse police stetion. Individual cleimse from foreigners 


of all nationelities are being filed at their respective 


Consulates, from whence they will be transmitted to 


the Legeations et Peking. The American loss was trivial 
consisting only of small robberies and demage to 


premises. 
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premises. There is however one case of severe personal 
injury, that of a Mr. George W. Henley, who was bedly 
pruised and cut. All of these claims I will refer to 
Peking upon receipt of instructions from the American 
Minister. 

The Mixed Court has been open for e week 
and, is running smoothly, it being understood that all 
differences as to rules etc are to be settled at Peking. 
The British Assessor resumed duty as did also the 
Chinese Magistrates with whom he hed the trouble. 

The condition of affairs as to boycott talk 
and any anti-foreignism aside from that caused by the 
riot, remains about the same. Nanking, Soochow and 
Hangchow report boycott meetings but no special action. 
The Viceroy has issued proclamations in Nanking and 
Soochow and has instructed officials that they will be 
held responsible for any disturbance or unfriendly 
action against foreigners and Americans especially. 
There has been no report of late of a violation of these 
orders.
